DUTY ON TOBACCO. 


Florida Manufacturers and Cuban 
Planters’ Views Disagree. 
P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—A dispatch to 
the World from Washington says a 
perplexing problem confronts President 
McKinley in the matter of fixing the 
duties on tobacco in the island of 
Cuba during its military occupation. 
The cigar-makers of Florida and the 
manufacturers of tobacco in many of 
the large cities, have asked of the 
probable change of duties during the 
American occupation, and urged the 
abolition of all duties. They say they 
have been injured many thousands of 
dollars by the war in Cuba, and that 
the only way to immediately rebuild 
the trade is to encourage the Cuban 
planters and American enterprise, by 
giving every inducement for the grow- 
ing and shipping of tobacco to this 

ountry. 
> On the other hand, the Cuban 
planters have begged that no such ac- 
tion be taken, as it would mean their 
eternal ruin, and practically kill the 
tobacco industry in Cuba. They claim 
that the moment the import duties are 
abolished or lowered, tons of inferior 
tobacco would be sent from the United 
States into Cuba, manufactured into 
cigars and shipped from the island as 
Havana cigars, finding their way into 
all the markets of the world. The 
discovery of this fraud and the in- 
ferior quality of the goods would for- 
ever discredit the product and ruin the 
market for Havana tobacco. 

It is likely that the President will 
refer the matter to Congress for action. 
Spain, by her grasping methods, which, 
in the case of tobacco, the richest 
source of revenue at her command, 
had an object in view, preserved the 
integrity of the product in the markets 
of the world by placing such a high 
imvort duty on tobacco as to practi- 
cally prohibit its shipment into the 
island, and so none but Cuban tobacco 
has been exported from the island. 

Recent experiments in tobacco cultl- 
vation in Florida from Havana seed 
have demonstrated that all grades of 
tobacco can be raised in this country 
which only experts can tell from the 
genuine article. Its cultivation is ex- 
pensive. 


COLORADO STRIKERS. 


Railway Crew Refuses to Take a 
Three Engine Train. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

COLORADO SPRINGS (Colo.,) Oct. 
24.—No freight trains are running cn 
the east division of the Colorado Mid- 
land Railway in consequence of a 
strike. The trouble originated when a 
crew was called upon to take out a 
three-engine train. The men claimed 
that the company made an agreement 
four days ago to run no_ three-engine 
trains, and no crew would respond to 
the call. It is believed in railroad cir- 
cles that the trouble will be quickly ad- 
justed. If not, a general strike of the 
freight crews may be declared. The 
strike now involves about fifty men. 
zoe service has not been af- 
ected. 


COOLIE KILLED. 

Chinese Soldiers Attack English En- 
gineers at Marco Polo Bridge. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Oct. 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Peking correspondent of the 

Daily Telegraph says Chinese soldiers 

attacked a party of English engineers 

yesterday (Sunday) at the Marco*Polo 
bridge, on the Peking-Hankow Rail- 
road. Two engineers were injured and 

a railway coolie was killed. The sit- 

uation there is serious. The telegraph 

wires have been cut at Pao-Ting-Fu 
in the province of Pe-Chi-Li. The for- 


eign envoys will hold an emergency 
meeting Tuesday. 


All Bat a Boy Drowned. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—It has ‘just de- 
veloped that the German bark Satis- 
faction sunk during the recent gales in 
the North Sea. The captain, his wife, 
and the crew of nine, were drowned, 
being all on board except a boy, who 
was saved. 


Threshing Delayed by Snow. 
BOZEMAN (Mont.,) Oct. 24.—Snow 
fell to a depth of eight inches within 
the last twenty-four hours, delaying 
threBhing for some time. It is the first 
heavy snow storm of this season.

IS Broken Up. 


United States Supreme Court 
Says It’s Unlawful, 


Declares it a Combination to 
Restrict Trade, 


MOST IMPORTANT DECISION, 


Government Has Power to 
Regulate Roads.

BUT ONE NEW PUINT RAISED. 


Jastice Peckham’s Sly Hit at Cor- 
poration Counse!—Have Just Dis- 
covered the Anti-Trust Law is 
"Unconstitutional.”’ 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The United 
States Supreme Court today decided 
the Joint Traffic Association case in 
favor of the United States and against 
the railroads. 

The case. was considered one of the 
most im t that has ever come to. 
the Supre Court, not only to the 
railroads, but to the general public, and 
because of the vast railroad properties 


represented by the Traffic Association. 


The association was formed November 
19, 1895, by thirty-one railways repre- 
senting the great trunk lines and their 
network of branches. The purpose of 
the association, as stated in the ar- 
ticles of agreement, was “to establish 
and maintain reasonable and just 
rates, fares and regulations on State 
and interstate traffic.’’ 


A similar association, on a smaller 
scale, was formed among southwest- 
ern roads, known as jhe Transmis- 
souri Association. 

These associations were soon at- 
tacked in the courts on the ground that 
they were in violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, and also of the inter- 
state commerce act. The Transmis- 
souri case first reached the United 
States Supreme Court, where, in a 
notable opinion, the court held that the 
association was illegal, being in effect 
a combination in restraint of trade 
and commerce, and therefore violative 
of the anti-trust law. This opinion 
was by a divided bench, the division 
being very close, viz.: Chief Justice 
Fuller and Justices Harlan, Becker, 
Brown and Peckham holding the 
traffic association illegal, while Jus- 
tices Field, Gray, Shiras and White 
filed a dissenting opinion upholding the 
association. Soon after this decision 
Justice Field gave place to Justice 
McKenna. 


Although the Missouri case was con- 
sidered somewhat of a test, yet the 
Joint Traffic Association prepared to 
make a stubborn contest in support of 
its existence. The case against it was 
begun January 7, 1896, in the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of New York, the United 
States being complainant and the 
United States Attorney directing its 
course. The case went against the 
government in the lower courts, the 
Circuit Court dismissing the bill, and 
the Court of Appeals affirming the 
dismissal. The government appealed 
to the United States Supreme Court. 
An exceptionally brilliant array of 
counsel appeared for the association 
and several railroads, including ex- 
Senator Edmunds, James C. Carter and 
E. J. Phelps. Solicitor-General Rich- 
ards filed the brief for the government. 

The main contention of the govern- 
ment was that the traffic agreement 
is a combination to prevent competi- 
tion, thus constituting a contract in 
restraint of trade or commerce. The 
answer of the association maintained 
the legality of the agreement on the 
ground that the vast needs of commerce 
require joint action, and that such ac- 
tion insures uniform ‘and just rates and 
prevents secret and unjust discrimina- 
tions. Justice Peckham announced the 
decision. He said. that the court 
could distinguish no difference between 
this and the Transmissouri case de- 
cided a year ago against the railroads. 
He said the orlv new point involved 
was as to the constitutionality of the 
Anti-trust Act. The court had reached 
the conclusion that, as railroad corpo- 
rations performed duties of a semi- 
public character, it was within the 
constitutional power of Congress to reg- 
ulate them, as provided’ by the Anti- 
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trust Act. The only question was as murdered men’s brothers are on their 


to the policy of Congress in adopting 
such a measure, and as to questions of 
policy, the court, he said, had nothing 
to do. 

The opinion, which was very Drief, 
was concurred in by Chief Justice Ful- 
ler and Justices Harlan, Brewer, Brown 
and Peckham. Justices Gray, Shiras 
and White dissented. Justice Me- 
Kenna took no part in the case as the 
prosecution of the Joint Traffic Asso- 
clation was begun while he was At- 
torney General. 

After Justice Peakham had an- 
‘nounced the opinion, Justice Harlan 
verbally expressed, with some evidence 
of satisfaction, his Concurrence on the 
same ground, he said, as that set forth 
in the Transmissouri case. Under the 
decision of today, the decisions of the 
United States Circuit Court for the 
South District of New Yerk and of the 
United States Court of Appeals, both 
of which were favorable to the Joint 
Traffic Association, are reversed. 

POINTS OF THE OPINION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2}.—In the 
ovinion Justice Peckham gives a his- 
tory of the early stages of the litiga- 
tion, and the main issues between the 
xovernment and the association. Af- 
ter pointing out the similarity between 
the Transmissouri case and the present 
one, the opinton says: 

“So far as the establishment of rates 
and fares is concerned, we do not see 
any substantial differences between this 
agreement and the one st forth in 
the Tran-Missouri case. In that case 
the rates were established by the agrce- 
ment, and any company violating the 
schedule of rates as established under 
the agreement was liable to a penalty. 
A company could withdraw from the 
association by giving thirty days’ no- 
tice, but while it continued a mem- 
ber it was bound to change the rates 
fixed, urder a penalty for not doing 
so. In this case the companeis are 
bound to charge fates fixed upon orig- 


j inally in the agreement or subsequent- 


ly recommended by the board of man- 
agers, and the fadlure to observe their 
recommendations ts deemed a viola- 
tion of the agreement. The only al- 
ternative is the adoption of a resolu- 
tion by the board of directors of an- 
other company, providing for a change 
of rates so far as that company is con- 
cerned, and the service ofa copy thereof 
on the board of managers. It is this 
prcvision which is referred to by eoun- 
sel as most material and apt, an’ whihc 
‘constitutes a “fndterial irepcrtart 
distinction betiweem the to agree- 
ments.” 

Afer holding that the propositions of 
the two cases are not essentially dif- 
ferent, the opinion proceeds. “The 
natural and direct effect of the two 
agreements is the same, viz: To main- 
tain rates at a higher level than would 
otherwise prevail, and the differences 
between them are not sufficiently im- 
portant to call for different judgments 
on the two cases on any such grounds.” 

The opinion then takes up the con- 
etitutionality of the Anti-Trust:-Act, as 
affecting railroads. Justice Peckham 
says: 

“It is worthy of remark that the 
question was rever raised or hinted at 
upon the argument in the former case 

The fact that not one of the 
many a.jitute and able counsel for the 
transpcritation companies in that case 
reised an objection to such conclusive 
character, if well founded, is strong evi- 
dence that the reasons showing the 
invalidity of the act, as construed, 
do not lie on the surface and were 
not then apparent to those counsels. 

Upon the constitutionality of 
the act it is now earnestly contended 
that contracts in restraint of trade are 
not necessarily prejudicial to the wel- 
fare and security of society, and that 
Congress is without power to prohibit 
generally all contracts in restraint of 
trade, and that the efforts to do this 
invalidates the act in question.” 

Justice Peckham comments on _ the 
fears expressed by counsel for the rail- 
road association that the effect of these 
decisions would be far-reaching, ren- 
dering illega! most business contracts 
or combinations, such as contracts to 
meintain wages, contracts of incorpora- 
tion for any line of business or partner- 
ship contracts. 

“This makes quite a formidable list,” 
the opinion states, “but it will be ob- 
served that no contracts of the nature 
described are now before the court.” 

The formation of corporations have 
never been regarded, the opinion states, 
as in the nature of contracts in re- 
straint of trade. The same is true of 
partnerships. Proceeding, the opinion 
says: 

‘Has not Congress, with regard to in- 
terstate commerce, and in the course 
of regulating it, in the case of rdail- 
road companies, the power to say that 
no contract or commission shall be legal 
which shall restrain trade and com- 
merce by shutting out the operation of 
the general law. of competition? We 
think it has. The business of 
railroad carrier is of a public nature, 
and in performing it, the  car- 
rier is also performing, to a certain 
extent, a function of government, which 
requires them to perform the service 
upon equal terms to all. This public 
service, that of transportation of pas- 
sengers and freight, is a part of trade 
and commerce, and when transported 
between States, such commerce be. 
comes what is described as interstate, 
and comes to a certain extent under 
the jurisdiction of Congress by virtne 
of its power to regulate commerce 
among the several States. When the 
grantees of this public franchise are 
competing railroad companies for jn-

THE MAN HUNT 


Battle in the Swamps 
of Mississippi. 


Full List of the Dead Negroes 
May Never Be Known. 


(welve Blacks and Four Whites 
Shot Up to Date. 


Sherif! Stevenson Has a Fight to 
Save Five Prisoners from Lynch. 
ing—The Governor Makes an 
Effective Talk. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 24.—The Pic- 
ayune’s Forest, Miss., special says 
eleven dead negroes, one dead white 
man and one negro and three white 
men seriously wounded, is the result at 
this writing of the bloody war being 
waged between the white and black 
races in the Harpersville neighbornood 
of Scott county, Miss. Several of the 
rioters have been captured and lodged 
in jail at Forest today, but the others 
escap<d into the swamps. Large crcwds 
of white men are in close pursuit, how- 
ever, and more names are houriy cx- 
pected to be added to the death list. 
The following is a pertial list of the 
killed:

It is impossible to obtain a full list 
of the killed, for the reason that some 
Qf the negroee were shot down ip the 
woods’and were hurriedly buiied by the 
whites where they fell. A member of 
the posses said that he helped bury the 
negroes in trenches, but neither himeclf 
or anyone in his crowd knew their 
names, and they did not care enough 
about them to inquire. 

Gov. McLaurin went to Parpersville 
last night and appealed to the whites 
not to molest the prisoners in the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff. The Governor's 
talk had a good effect on the majority 
of those in the crowd, though some of 
the hot-headed members did not relish 
the Governor's interference, but he 
finally persuaded the crowd to permit 
the Sheriff to take the prisoners to jail. 
Sheriff Stevenson had placed additional 
guards at the Forest jail to prevent 
the lynching of the rioters now in cus- 
tody. Two negroes who are under ar- 
rest have made full confessions. 

The funeral of the murdered officer, 
Sibley, occurred at Harpersville today 
and was attended by hundreds of peo- 
ple. It is reported that two of the 


way from his home in Yazoo county 
at the head of a large crowd, bound for 
the scene of the race war. , It is feared 
that when they arrive a determined 
and successful assault will be made 
on the Forest jail, and all of the rioters 
confined therein lynched. 
LATER:—Sheriff Stevenson consid- 
ered the situation so serious tonight 
that he decided to take the prisoners to 
Meridian for safe-keeping.

FOUGHT THE CROWD. |

FOREST (Miss.,) Oct. 24.—Five re- 
gro rioters from MHarpersville were 
landed in jail here at noon _ today. 
Sheriff Stevenson and his posse had a 
fight with a mob of whites who made 
a desperate attempt to lynch the ne- 
gro prisoners soon after the party left 
Harpersville. The Sheriff and his aides 
formed a circle about the negroes with 
drawn revolvers, forced their way 
through the mob and reached here 
safely. The negroes who escaped -into 
the swamp are being hotly pursued by 
a large crowd of white inen, but the 
telephone line to Harpersville has been 
cut and communication with the scene 
of hostilities can only be had by cour- 
iers 


CHINESE IN HAWAIL 


UNITED STATES REGISTRATION 
LAWS APPLY TO THEM. 


Acting Attorney-General Richards 
Renders an Opinion That Should 
Quiet the Apprehensions of Anti- 
Coolie Agitators. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Acting At- 
torney-General John K. Richards has 
rendered an opinion in relation to the 
status of the Chinese in the Hawaiian 
Islands, and with particular reference 
to their entrance into and exit from 
the island. 

It is held that the restrictions placed 
by our exclusion laws upon the ad- 
mission of Chinese persons of exempt 
classes and the regulations made un- 
der the vrovisions of the treaty be- 
tween the United States and China 
providing for the departure and return 
to this country of registered Chinese 
laborers are applicable to Chinese per- 
sons applying for admission to the Ha- 
wailan Islands, or to such persons re- 
siding there and who may wish to de- 
part with intentions of returning. 


PHILADELPHIA BANK SUES. 


Central National Files a Bill in 

Piquity Against a Tanning Firm. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PITTSURGH (Pa.,) Oct. 24—The 
Central National Bank of Philadelphia 
filed e bill in equity in the county 
courts today, against A. Groetsinger & 
Sons, the tanning firm of this city, 
whose failure last week was followed 
by the suspension of the German Na- 
tional Bank. It is alleged that the 
bank discounted acceptance for the de- 
fendants on a statement of assets and 
liabilities, which it now believes to be 
false and fraudulent; also that prop- 
erty has been conveyed with the in- 
tent to delay, hinder and defraud the 
creditors. 

Counsel for Edward Groetsinger, a 
preferred creditor, protested that the 
court had no jurisdiction. A hearing 
was set for next Thursday. 


Alabama Quarantine Off. 
MONTGOMERY (Ala.,) Oct. 24.—The 
State Health Department has officially 
declared off all quarantine restrictions.

Spain May Break Off Negotiations 
tniess She Can Get Uncle Sam 
to Shoulder Cuba’s Debt—The 
One Great Obstacle. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Oct. 24.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
The consideration by the commission- 
ers of Porto Rico and the Ladrone Isl- 
ands has now been merged with the 
Cuban question, and all the points in- 
volved are being carried forward to a 
simultaneous conclusion. When this 
has been arrived at the Philippine ques- 
tion will be taken up. 

Of course there is a possibility of a 

disagreement, and the Spaniards, if the 
American commissioners decided not to 
assume any portion of the Cuban ine 
debtedness, may announce their une 
willingness to proceed any further with 
negotiations based upon the protocol. 
Should the Spanish decide to do this, it 
will be because they wish to excite the 
pity of their creditors and of other 
nations. The Cortes may then be dsked 
to indorse their action. In fact, Span- 
iards may even prefer a resumption of 
hostilities to acquiescence in the Amere- 
ican refusal to spare their financial 
burden. 
- The Americans, however, have inti- 
mated to the Spaniards the possibility 
that Spain may at some future period 
be able to deal with an independent 
government regarding the assumption 
of the provincial and municipal por- 
tions of the Cuban debt, which is es- 
timated to have been $159,000,000 before 
the last“rebellion in Cuba broke out, 
and $500,000,000 contracted since 1895, 
But should independent Cuba, as she 
doubtless would, refuse to assume more 
than her proportion of the debt, based 
on actual betterments in Cuba, and 
only, even in this case, of obligations 
contracted previous to 1895, Spain would 
be compelled to appeal to her people 
and confront them with practically 
seven-eighths of the debt contracted 
since. 

Spain would also be compelled to dee 
clare her inability to meet her obliga- 
tions and this, at present, seems to 
the Spaniards a more bitter alternative 
than to accept the United States’ re- 
fusal to share the Cuban debt with all 
that this means, the idea being that 
the Spaniards would be able to cail the 
attention of their creditors to their un- 
yielding, though fruitless, efforts in 
their behalf. 

Finally, it is said, that there are pere 
sons high in the Spanish councils who 
claim to believe that Spain would 
rather submit humbly and helplessly 
to decimation or dismemberment than 
confront a continual financial burden. 
One course would leave her pride un- 
sullied, it is claimed, and the other ig 
regarded as doubtful, if not impossible 
of adoption within the boundaries of 
national solvency. 

Spain, however, will not break off 
the present negotiations before having 
proposed that the United States share 
half the insular debt, which, in such a 
proposition, may be placed at $700,000,- 
000, the interest rate to be reduced to 
2 per cent., which Spain may hold, prac- 
tically reduces her share to $116,000,000, 
the portion proposed to be borne by 
the United States or guaranteed there- 
by. Such a proposition would not be 
accepted by the United States, either 
directly or in behalf of Cuba. The S€s- 
sion of the joint commission began at 
2 o'clock p.m., and ended at 6:35 
p.m. 

PRELIMINARY SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

PARIS, Oct. 24.—The American Peace 
Commissioners were in session from 
10 o'clock a.m. until almost 2 o'clock 
p.m., when they repaired to the joint 
session. They took with them a care- 
fully-prepared written answer to the 
proposals of the Spaniards regarding 
Cuba. 

THE MAIN ISSUE.

NAVAL STATION. 


Initial Steps Toward Making 


One of San Juan. 
{[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Secretary 
Long has taken the initial step to 
make San Juan de Porto Rico the first 
naval station of the United States in 
the West Indian waters. Congress will 
be asked to appropriate money enough 
to make it one of the hest-equipped 
naval stations the United States has. 
Speaking of this, Secretary Long says: 

“A station at San Juan will be of the 
utmost importance to the government 
and to the navy. San Juan is an ex- 
cellent place for a good many of our 
ships in the winter time. It is an in- 
valuable possession from every point 
of view.” 

A naval officer said: ‘Congress will 
be asked to appropriate a large sum 
of money,for the improvement of San 
Juan Harbor and the coast defenses. 
It is probable that the historical] forts 
will be retained so far as possible. It 
is not unlikely that a navy yard will be 
established.”’ 


INSULAR CABINET 


Takes Formal Oath of Allegi- 


ance at San Juan. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Oct. 
24.—[By West Indian Cable.] The mem- 
bers of the insular Cabinet took the 
oath of allegiance to the United States 
yesterday with befitting solemnity. 
They will issue a manifesto announc- 
ing their resolution to avoid partisan 
politics and end party etrife. 

About $12,000 have been collected as 
customs duties since October 18, the day 
the United States formally took pos- 
session of Porto Rico. 

Gen. Ortego embarked yesterday on 
board the Sipanigh st er Montevideo, 
and was saluted from the shore. He 
made a speech declarigg; that the island 
had been surrendered by order from 
Madrid, adding th he would never 
have done so without orders. The gen- 
eral sailed today, and was saluted by 
the United States cruiser Newark. 

Rear Admiral Schley and his staff 
are on board the Newark, awaiting the 
arrival of Commander Snow, who is to 
take command of the United States 
naval station at San Juan, before de- 
parting. Col. Hunter, secretary of the 
United States Military Commission, 
who is in poor health, will leave Ponce 
on October 26 on board the Philadel- 


phia.

The efficient work of the 
States commission has won popularity 
with its members among the people of 
San Juan, and there have been a num- 
ber of graceful farewells exchanged. A 
movement has ben started to send a 
Porto Rican commission to Washing- 
ton in order to represent to the author- 
ities there the needs of the people of 
this island. 


CUBAN COUNCIL. 


Gen. Wood Increases His Civil 


Service Force. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Oct. 24.—!By 
West Indian Cable.] Gen. Wood; mil- 
itary governor of the Department of 
Santiago, though satisfied with the 
workings of the Cuban commission in 
recommending appointments and offer- 
ing suggestions for assistance in the 
work of civil administration, has de- 
cided to simplify this feature by ap- 
pointing eight of the most prominent 
members of the committee as a perma- 
nent council to the governor. This 
council will meet Gen, Wood three 
times a week to consult as to the im- 
provements in the province, and the 
other members may go to different 
points to consider local applications 
for office. The members of the coun- 
cil will receive salaries, though the 
amount has not yet been decided upon. 

Gen. Wood's idea is to make the en- 
tire police force one semi-military or- 
ganization under the command of an 
inspector-generai, with the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel,* having headquar- 
ters at Santiago. There wifl be four 
inspectors with the rank of major, with 
headquarters at Santiago, Guantanamo, 
Manzanillo and Holquin, and sub-in- 
spectors with the rank of captain at 
important places, and smaller places 
will have lieutenants. The whole ser- 
vice will be thoroughly drilled. 

Several wealthy Cubans have offered 
Gen. Wood a quantity of land to en- 
able him to carry out his plans of fur- 
nishing work for anyone who desires 
it. Iieut. Rooney has gone with 180 
pack animals to Bayamo, distributing 
rations along the roads. He carries 
-21.000 rations. 


SANITARY PLANS, 


Vessels to Be .Disinfected at 


Ports of Sailing. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says the 
American commission is still awaiting 
a reply from Washington to recent ca- 
ble messages. Arrangements are al- 
ready being made for the establishment 
of a new system of marine inspection 
in Cuba and Porto Rico. First, a dis- 
infecting plant will be established in 
Havana early next spring. Later plants 
will be established at Santiago and 
San Juan. The plan is to have all ves- 
sels thoroughly disinfected at the port 
of sailing, instead of the port of desti- 
nation. By this means many lives may 
be saved by preventing the appearance 
of disease, a epidemics will be shut 
out of the United States. 

The commercial influence of this plan 
upon southern ports will be great, and 
northern ports will suffer somewhat. 


A ship now sailing from Havana for 


Mobile, for instance, must be disin- 
fected before sailing, the time con- 
sumed during the voyage will count as 
quarantine. That means that Cuba 
and Porto Rico will be from three to 
five days nearer all the ports south 
of Norfolk than at present. It is un- 
derstood the President contemplates 
the appointment of a sanitary commis- 


bers—two doctors, a sanitary engineer, 
a lawyer, and an accountant. This 
commission will’ not only have general 
charge of the work of improving sani- 
tation, but will attempt to stamp out 
yellow fever, smallpox, beri-beri, glan- 
ders—all now more or less epidemic. 


‘The commission will also colonize the 


lepers, of which there are now about 

s reported that Spain has provided

COST OF WAR. 


That of Spain Less Than That 


of the Rebellion. 


[A, P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says Uncle 
Sam's expenses for the Spanish war 
sink into insignificance with the costs 
in the conflict between the States. 
This war was placed in cost at $187,- 
529,941, or a fraction over $1,000,000 per 
day since the beginning of the war, 
April 1, against the enormous sum of 
$2,065,413,415 during the civil war, or an 
average of $1,685,156 per day. 
The largest amount paid out in a 
single day during the war with Spain 
was $4,110,000,, July 28, or nearly 
enough to construct and equip a first- 
class battleship. The next highest 
days were September 19, when $3,775,- 
000 was spent, and July 19, with a to- 
tal of $3,770,000, but the daily expenses 
frequently ran above the $3,000,000 
mark. The budget for the four months 
of the present fiscal year was $125,112,- 
540, while the expenditures for the 
whole fiscal year of 1897 were only $83,- 
511,713, and for this month the average 
of $1,000,000 per day was maintained. 
In April the expenses for the army 
and navy were considerably above the 
normal figures when they reached 
nearly $19,000,000. May showed a per- 
ceptible increase, when $26,000,000 was 
svent. June was a further increase, 
$29,000,000 passing over the treasury 
counter, and July showed the highest 
expenditure, of $43,000,000. The next 
month witnesses a decrease, only $31,- 
000,000 being spent, but September 
reached nearly $32,000,000, and for the 
8 were about ,000,000, or near) 
$1,000,000 per day. 
The total disbursements of the gov- 
ernment for the four months of the 
present fiscal year, which included the 
civil list, pension payments and inter- 
est on the public debt, was $163, 754,445, 
showing a deficit of $69,000,000 for the 
fiscal year. The $3,000,000,000 spent on 
the operations of the army and navy 
during the war of the rebellion include 
the period of the first three months of 
1861, when active preparations for hos- 
tilities were being made, and the last 
nine months of 1865, when the ex- 


penses of the government we - 
ally heavy. 


RENEWED ACTIVITY. 


Positively No Symptoms of it 
Around Spain, 

P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NE YORK, Oct. 24—A dispatch 
to the World from Madrid says tele- 
graph inquiries by the World corre- 
spondent have elicited irrefutable 
proofs that the Spanish dockyards 
show absolutely no signs of renewed 


activity, nor the slightest symptom 
implying the remotest idea of 
renewing the struggle with the 
United States. The vessels com- 


posing Camara’s fleet are now dis- 
persed to various ports, chiefly Cadiz, 
Carthagena and Ferrol, with their 
crews reduced to a peace footing, the 
majority of the officers are on leave 
and the marines ashore. 

Work on all coast-defense works 

and fortifications for defense, the ar- 
senals, and the dockyards, stopped at 
the suspension of hostilities. The of- 
ficers and men of Admiral Cervera’s 
fleet obtained unlimited leave on ar- 
riving. At Ferroll and Cadiz especially, 
things are as quiet as before the war. 
Besides, gunners and machinery trials 
on several of the war vessels, includ- 
ing the Carlos V and the Pelayo, re- 
vealed lamentable deficiencies. 
' From conversations with Ministers 
and leading politicians the World cor- 
respondent states that the notion of 
breaking off negotiations over the Cu- 
ban debt is regarded as absolutely pre- 
posterous and suicidal. Even as to the 
Philippines, in which vastly greater 
interests center, it is taken for granted 
that Spain must in the long run yield 
whateven the United States insists 
upon. 


HAVANA ADVICES. 


Capt. Foraker lll--Smallpox at 


Holguin.

HAVANA, Oct. 24.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] Capt. Hart today delivered a 
note to the Spanish commission reit- 
erating the protest of the United States 
commissioners in regard to the sales 
of so-called immovable property, the 
United States claiming the right to 
such property. A United States in- 
spector and a detective of the police 
department have been detailed to duty 
at the Trocha Hotel, where they were 
installed this morning. 

This afternoon, Sefior Giranta, secre- 
tary of the Spanish Evacuation Com- 
mission, delivered two notes to the 
United States Evacuation Commission 
at the Hotel Trocha, Vedado.

PULLMAN KNOCKED OUT. 


THE PALACE CAR COMPANY MUST 
GIVE UP THE TOWN, 


Illinois Supreme Court Decides the 
Corporation Exceeded Its Char- 
ter When it Went to Dabbling 
in Real Estate and Stocks. 


[BY DINECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch,] Pullman, a town which has fig- 
ured in strikes and economic history, 
and which surrounds the works of the 
Pullman Palace Car Company, may 
pass from the hands of a corporation 
to the ownership of private individuals 
as a result of the decision handed down 
today by the Supreme Court at Spring- 
field. It reverses the decree of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Cook county and remands 
the case for trial. It holds that the cor- 
poration usurped power not granted in 
its charter when it bought real estate 
and built thereon the town of Pullman, 
and also in owning stock in the Pull- 
man Iron and Steel Company, Pullman 
buildings in Michigan avenue and land 
near the Belt Line road, together with 
other disputed holdings in real estate 
and privileges. 
The decision marks a semi-final step 
in a case which has been in the courts 
for three years. M. T. Moloney, then 
Attorney-General, instigated it in the 
name of the people, and made his fight 
on the basis of the.usurpation of power 
and opposition to good public policy 
and backed it with the wording of the 
company’s charter and conditions aris- 
ing from corporation ownership of a 
municipal system. 
The case may be carried through the 
Circuit Court again and to the Su- 
preme Court, but just what action will 
be taken by the company, Attorney 
Runnels could not say last night. The 
directors must decide upon a course to 
be pursued. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Oct. 24—The Supreme 
Court of Illinois decided today that 
the aqtion instituted by ex-Attorney- 
General Maurice T. Moloney during 
his term of office to compel Pullman’s 
Palace Car Company to restrict its 
operations to charter limitations should 
stand, and remanded the case to the 
Circuit Court of Cook county, where 
it will now be tried. 
Ex-Attorney-General Moloney had 
contended that the Pullman Company 
was incorporated simply for the pur- 
pose of making, selling and leasing rail- 
road and street cars. His object was 
to compel the company to retire from 
the real estate, gas, water, heating, 
brickmaking and other enterprises con- 
ducted by it at the town of Pullman 
and in Chicago. The case was fought 
by counsel for the company, and was 
thrown out by the Circuit Court. Coun- 
sel for the State demurred, and an 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
which has decided in favor of the 
former Attorney-General.

CHAMBERLAIN WANTS IT 


SAYS WAR WITH FRANCE IS INEV- 
ITABLE BEFORE LONG. 


Victoria’s Unyielding Veto Belleved 
to Be All That Can Prevent it, 
and Even That Power is Ques- 
tioned if Used to Thwart the 
British Nation’s Will. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The discussion of the 
threatened war between England and 
France forms the leading subject in 
London and Paris specials this morn- 
ing. The London evening papers of 
yesterday are excessively warlike in 
tone, while English opinion as a whole 
is inclined to take the same view. The 
impression quite general there is that 
matters have reached a point where 
only Victoria’s unyielding veto could 
avert war. But the sovereign’s power 
to thwart the will of the British na- 
tion in that regard is openly ques- 
tioned. 

Every warlike rumor was welcomed 
in London and exaggerated. Should 
Salisbury now show any sign of weak- 
ness his acts would rouse a storm 
which would speedily work his politi- 
cal destruction. Moreover, more than 
one members of the Cabinet openly fa- 
vors a war with France. Even Colo- 
nial Secretary Chamberlain is posi- 
tively announced to have said openly 
to his friends just before the present 
crisis: ‘‘War with France is inevitable 
before long. For my part I believe 
that the sooner it comes the better for 
this country.” 
The majority of his countrymen 
share his views. 

FRANCE'’S VIEWPOINT. 
On the other hand, the French side 
of the situation is very different. 
France does not want and does not ex- 
pect war. She is almost indifferent re- 
garding Fashoda. If France was sane, 
and the country sanely governed, this 
would mean a speedy end to the crisis, 
Unhappily, France today is neither; 
the existing government hardly ex- 
pects to last the week out. Intoler- 
able domestic scandal and corruption 
still dominate everything. 

A change if ministry in France would 
not improve the situation. It is gen- 
erally expected M. Hanotaux will re- 
turn to the French Foreign Office if 
Prime Minister Brisson is overturned. 
Paris advices are to the effect that 
M. Hanotaux would decline the port- 
folio in the present situation. So would 
any French politician, except, of 
course, one with a war policy. 

PEACE INFLUENCES. 

The latest suggestion is that the 
war can be averted by the present Cab- 
inet conceding the British claims as 
their last official act when an over- 
throw by the Chamber of Deputies is 
seen to be, inevitable. This will re- 
lieve their successors of responsibil- 


ity, and save France from a conflict 


which would be disastrous to her. 
On the whole, it must be said that 
peace influences still predominate. Peo- 
ple of the aggressive nation are for 
peace, their ally, Russia, is for peace, 
and the sovereign of the nation which 
believes that its rights have been vio- 
lated, is also for peace. This sums the 
situation as presented this morning by 
observers at the two centers of the 
present international diplomatic excite- 
ment. 
DONS CALLED DOWN HARD. 


A decisive action, it appears, was 
taken by the President yesterday re- 
garding the removal of ordnance by 
the Spanish officials in Cuba. A high 
authority at Washington said last 
night that as a result of consultations 
between the President and Secretary 
Hay and other members of the Cabi- 
net, the Secretary of State was directed 
to send a note to the French Embassy 
explaining that this government could 
not permit the sale of cannon or the 
removal of guns from the fortifica- 
tions in Cuba, and that such proceed- 
ing must be stopped at once. 

The note was cabled to Paris by M. 
Eugene Thiebaut, First Secretary and 
Charge d’Affaires of the French Em- 
bassy, where it will be transmitted to 
the French Ambassador at Madrid, 
who will present it to Sefior Sagasta. 
So far as the dispatch of warships is 
concerned, the President is stated to 
feel that such action at this time, while 
the peace negotiations are in progress, 
will be injudicious, but that such action 
will be taken if the Spanish govern- 
ment fails to heed the protest which 
has been made. 

AT FOUR, WEDNESDAY. 

Some light is thrown on the peace 
proceedings at Paris in a special to the 
Herald which says that at yesterday's 
sitting of the joint commissions, a 
compromise rgarding the Cuban debt 
was put forward by Spain, that the 
United States should guarantee that 
part contracted prior to 1895, and 
claimed to have been expended for the 
benefit of the island. It wag rejected 


declared the United States would not 
assume any such responsibility. 

A very signficant point in connection 
with the expected reply from Spain on 
Wednesday is the fact that the meet- 
ing will be held at 4 o’clock instead of 
at 2 o'clock as in all former sessions. 
Should Spain give up all hopes of rid- 
ding herself of the debt, the decision 
would have considerable effect on the

RESTIVE CUBANS. 

From all parts of Cuba come reports 
that the insurgents are becoming res- 
tive and impatient. A_ significant 
fact is that the number of Cuban war- 
riors now in the field is nearly double 
the number to be found when the fight- 
ing was going on. The Havana special 
to the Herald says food is scarce, and 
the tension is trying to the nerves of 
men who expected before this to be 
enjoying the fruits of victory won by 
the Americans. Unless the United 
States makes a show of force soon, the 
opinion of those best informed is, that 
the insurgents may precipitate trouble. 
For this reason the American evacua- 
tion commission is anxious that some 
war-ships shall return to Cuban wa- 
ters. 


THE NICARAGUAN CONCESSION. 


A representative of the Atlas Steam- 
ship Company, Mr. Wickman, who ar- 
rived at New York yesterday from 
Greytown, Nicaragua, expressed much 
surprise upon learning that the com- 
mission appointed by President Ze- 
laya to render an opinion as to the date 
that the concession for the construc- 
tion of the canal across Nicaragua ex- 
pirés, had decided that the grant 
held by the Maritime Canal Company 
holds good until October 20, 1899. It re- 
mains to be seen what action Congress 
will take In the matter when the re- 
ports of Admiral Walker’s commission 
and the Morgan Bill come up. 

Said Mr. Wickman: “There is some 
opposition to the United States getting 
control of the old Nicaragua Canal 
grant at Managua, and there it is said 
that article 7 of the concession prohib- 
its government control by providing 
that the present concession is transfer- 
able only to such a company of execu- 
tion as shall be organized by the Nica- 
ragua Canal Association, and in no case 
to governments or to public powers.”

TENNESSEE TERRORS 


A HUNDRED AND SIXTY TO BE 
MUSTERED OUT. 


They Were Found Unsuitable for 
Uncle Sam’s Military Service 
by Maj. Field. 


FORTY-ONE CTHERS RELEASED. 


NO SHORTAGE FOUND IN THE IOWA 
REGIMENT’S BOOKS. 


Gathering of General Officers at 
Washington—Hobson at Boston. 
War Investigators Meet at 

{ Anniston, Ala. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 24.—Orders 
were issued this afternoon for the dis- 
charge of 160 men of the Tennessee 
regiment who were found not suitable 
for the service by Maj. Field who in- 
spected them. Another order was also 
issued for the discharge of a number 
of mem from the Washington, Kansas 
and Iowa regiments, whose applications 
for discharge have already been ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War. There 
are forty-one of these men from the 
three regiments and 164 from the Ten- 
nessee regiment. 

Private Fred Carver, Co. G, Fifty- 
first Iowa Regiment, died at the divi- 
gion hospital today of typhoid fever. 

Col. Loper says that no shortage has 
been found in the books of First Lieu- 
tenant Cady, the regimental quarter- 
master of the Iowa regiment. 

HOBSON AT BOSTON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


BOSTON (Mass.,) Oct. 24.—Naval 
Constructor Hobson arrived today on 
the steamer Beverly. Previous to 
Hobson’s departure for Washington he 
was questioned by a reporter as to the 
prospect of raising the sunken Spanish 
war vessels off Santiago. He said he 
was now engaged in the preliminary 
work on the Cristobal Colon, and that 
it would take at least three weeks more 
before anything would be ready. The 
government had appropriated $500,000 
for the raising of the vessel, but it will 
be money well spent, the said, if the 
venture proves a success, as the ship 
is worth $4,000,000. 

The purpose of his visit to this coun- 
try, Mr. Hobson said, was to see the 
Secretary of the Navy regarding fur- 
ther work on the warships. He 
thought the Vizcaya could be saved, 
but would not affirm positively. She 
had settled in the sand which had 
formed a thick bed around her, so that 
she is resting in an easy position, but 
a dry dock would have to be built 
aroumd ther before she could be raised. 
An appropriation of $1,000,000 would 
cover the work of raising the Vizcaya, 
and would enable the government to 
bring her north and put her into good 
condition. She cost $3,000,000. 

The Almirante Oquendo, Lieut. Hob- 
som says, is a hopeless wreck. The 
Reina Mercedes, which was sunk in 
Santiago Harbor, is a good vessel and 
can be raised with but little cost. 


CAMP THOMAS. 


Maj. Falk Testifies Before the 


War Board. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ANNISTON (Ala.,) Oct. 24.—The war 
investigation commission began its ses- 
sion today with Maj. Otto H. Falk on 
the stand. He was the chief quarter- 
master of the First Division of the 
Third Army Corps while in Chicka- 
mMmauga, and he now occupies the po- 
sition of chief quartermaster for this 
camp. 

He said the most serious complaint 
in the early history of Camp Thomas 
was from the First Missouri, whose 
men claimed that their trousers were 
nothing more than rags, and threat- 
ened to appeal to charity at home to 
supply their wants. There was also a 
shortage in -tents, which became quite 
serious at the time of the beginning 
of the rainy season. Previous to that 
time men had slept under trees and 
under their shelter tents without com- 
plaint. Indeed, he said, there was never 
a sufficient supply of tentage, and it 
Was necessary to put six men in a 
tent. Continuing, he said the division 
had never been completely equipped 
until the present time, especially in the 
matter of transportation facilities. He 
said, however, there had been no re- 
fusal tp answer requisitions. He 
thought, however, on the whole, that 
there was too much red tape in the 
quartermaster’s department. 

“I do away with it whenever I can. 
I — violate regulations,” he 
said. 

Illustrating, he said, he had to sign 
his name nine times in the process of 
paying a bill of $20. 

Dr. Charles M. Drake, in charge of 
the general hospital here, and who 
was in command of the hospital of the 
First Division of the Third Corps at 
Chickamauga, was the next witness. 
He told of various improvements he 
had found it necessary to make in 
the hospital at Chickamauga. 

“There was,” he said, “such a flood 
of recruits that it was almost impos- 
sible to meet the demand for tent- 
age, and quite impossible to antici- 
pate it.” 

He said medical supplies had been 
ample from the beginning, but the hos- 
pital corps has proved inefficient as 
n 


urses. 

“They were as a class,” he said, 
“the very worst material that could 
have been found of which to make 
nurses.”’ 

However, he thought there had been 
no more serious results than discom- 
fort to patients caused by the ineffi- 
ciency of the nurses. He was posi- 
tive there had been no death from 
starvation or privation. Compared 
with hospitals generally the percent- 
age of deaths from typhoid was phe- 
nominally low. He was of the opinion 
that the patients in the hospital re- 
ceived better attention than the aver- 
age man when sick at home. 

LATER TESTIMONY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

ANNISTON, Oct. 24.—Maj. John H. 
Heatwole, chief commissary. of sub- 
sistence, testifying before the War In- 
vestigating Commission, said the qual- 
ity of the rations had been excellent. 
As for the quantity a man would have 
to be a gourmandizer to eat it. 

Gen. Dodge read a letter from Dr. 
-Seaman of New York, who was before 
the commission in Washington, in 
which he corrected an error in his tes- 
timony. He stated that he had received 
only the regular army rations for the 
convalescents on the steamer Obdam 
from Porto Rico to New York. He says 
that such supplies as had been re- 
ceived up to the night previous to sail- 
ing had been received from the relief 
societies. 

Lieut.-Col. Bisbee, in command of the 
First Infantry, told the story of the 
transportation of his regiment to 
tiago; briefly described the fighting 
about Santiago; spoke of his experience 
in Cuba, of the return to Montauk

Point and of the stay at that place and 
the transfer south. Asked if the land- 
img at Santiago could have been ac- 
complished, if opposed, he replied: “The 
facilities were so poor that I think not, 
at least I should say if I had been on 
shore no enemy would have been per- 
mitted to land. I cannot saw how it 
Was with the Spaniards.” 

Col. Bisbee stated that himself and 
sixteen men were the only members of 
his regiment who had not been ill at 
some time during the Santiago cam- 
paign. It had been impossible to secure 
medical supplies, said the witness, 
“and if we had had them we could not 
have carried them.” 

He added that the army was badly 
broken up in that respect, and it did 
not get into shape promptly for some 
reason. He said the men were just 
beginning to break in health when San- 
tiago surrendered, and the capitula- 
tion came at just the right time. He 
did not believe there was a sufficient 
number of doctors in the Cuban cam- 
paign. He thought the contract sur- 
geons were capable dgctors, but they 
were not familiar with army methods 
and did not know how to get the nec- 
essary medicines. Speaking generally 
of the Cuban experience, he expressed 
the opinion that supplies had been as 
liberal as could have been reasonably 
expected. 

Maj. Dempsey of the Second Regi- 
ment Infantry covered much the same 
ground as Col. Bisbee. He said that 
his command had never during the 
Santiago campaign suffered for want 
of supplies. Men had sometimes at 
night felt the want of covering, but not 
of food. Not more than half of the men 
in the regiment were fit for duty at 
the time of the surrender of Santiago. 
He had heard a doctor say that quinine 
and castor oil were the only medicines 
he could get. 

Other members of the two regiments 
of regulars stationed here, who were 
examined were Capt. Waring of: the 
First; Lieut. Lutz of the Second, Quar- 
termaster Katz of the First, Private 
Feldus of the First, Quartermaster- 
Sergeant Stahl of the Second, and Pri- 
vate Hounchell of the Second. All tes- 
tified that while there was a difference 
in rations issued while the troops were 
in the trenches in the vicinity of San- 
tiago, there was not real suffering on 
the part of the men on this account. 
They expressed themselves as satisfied 
that they received as good attention as 
they could have expected under the 
circumstances. 

Col. H. M. Seaman of the Fourth Wis- 
consin complained that the supplies 
his regiment had drawn at Camp Doug- 


lass, including shoes and arms, had 
been poor. He did not consider the 
men sufficiently well-clad for the 


harsh weather, and said they had suf- 
fered somewhat on account of the re- 
cent cold. 

Col. James Pfyffe of the Third Ten- 
nessee, whose regiment had been en- 
camped at Chickamauga Park previous 
to removal here, said the commissary 
supplies had been excellent in quality 
and ample in quantity until within the 
past month. Col. Pfyffe said, in reply 
to questions, that a canteen had been 
maintained in his regiment and that 
beer in large quantities had been sold 
at it. Most of the receipts, amounting 
to $400 or $500 per day, were from beer. 

GATHERING OF OFFICERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—A number 
of general officers of the army were at 
the War Department today. Some of 
them had recently been South, exam- 
ining the sites for camps where troops 
under their commands will be sta- 
tioned. Most of them will go to Phil- 
adelphia to take part in the Peace 
Jubilee. There were at the Secre- 
tary’s office at one time, Maj.-Gens. 
Coppinger, Wheeler, Chaffee, -Young 
and Kiefer and Brig.-Gen. Davis and 
Oates. 

ALLEGED SHORTAGE. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 24.—An al- 
leged shortage has been discovered in 
the quartermaster’s department of the 
Iowa Regiment in missing goods. Col. 
Loper, Fifty-second Regiment, stated 
that he feared the loss would amount 
into hundreds of dollars, though its 
exact amount could only be determined 
by a careful survey, which regiment 
Quartermaster Cady had already un- 
dertaken. 

He said it was his intention to put 
some competent accountants at work 
upon the books and stores of the de- 
partment. The colonel said that it was 
his conviction that no loss through dis- 
honesty could possibly have occurred, 
and whatever its extent ‘he believed 
that it would be found to have arisen 
merely through carelessness and inex- 
perience of those who had charge of 
issuing of the supplies.

WAS IT A GAME? 


DR. IRELAND’S ALLEGED DROWN- 
ING DOUBTED BY DETECTIVES, 


Believe the Story an Excuse to Get 
His Insurance Money—Mra. Ire- 
land’s Contradictory Statements. 
The Doctor Thought to Have 
Sailed for England. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Montreal says an at- 
tempt to extort $39,000 insurance money, 
is seemingly at the bottom of the story 
of the alleged drowning a week ago of 
Dr. W. H. Ireland, a native of Tren- 
ton, Ont., but for four years resident of 
South Africa and surgeon to Cecil 
Rhodes. The city was deeply stirred by 
the event, which was said to have 
taken place off the Donaldson line 
wharf, and the announcement that Ire- 
land's widow was at death’s door in 
her hotel. 

When detectives called to see her, 
her story did not quite agree with that 
told on her arrival at the hotel, two 
hours after, it is alleged, her husband 
was drowned. She afterward made 
other contradictory statements. The 
detectives say frankly they believe 
that during the two ‘hours between the 
alleged accident and the time Mrs. Ire- 
land reported it at the hotel, Ireland 
went to the depot, and took a train 
for New York, whence he sailed for 
England; or, he may have had a friend 
on the Tritonia who gave him a bunk 
in secrecy. The Tritonia sailed at day- 
break, that morning for Glasgow, 
where she will be searched on arrival. 

The face value of the policies held 
by Ireland is $39,000, but as a matter of 
fact there is only $22,000 on the doctor’s 
life, as the premiums on $17,000 were 
not paid on August 1. Dr. Ireland was 
well known in South Africa. having 
taken a prominent part in the Mata- 
bele war. He was wounded in the hip, 
and as a result he walked quite lame. 
He was surgeon to Cecil Rhodes for 
some time and was considered a clever 
man. 

Word comes from Victoria, B. C., 
that Ireland is known there, and once 
ettempted a similar scheme to the one 
now arousing interest here. Mrs. Ire- 
land protests that she knows nothing 
of it. 


FIRE IN LROOKLYN. 


Half a Million Dollars’ Worth of 
Destruction Done. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Fire broke 
out shortly after 3 o’clock this after- 
noon at pier No. 39, East River, Brook- 
lyn, and did damage to the amount of 
$500,000. 

Pier No. 39 adjoins the naval stores 
of George L. Hammond, extending 
from Coffee to Walcott streets. At 
pier No. 39 the four-masted British 
ship Andorfha was discharging a cargo 
composed principally of jute, shellac 
and raw silk. A north wind fanned 
the flames fiercely, and in a few min- 
utes the water front for four blocks, 
extending from Van Dyke to Walcott 
street, was ablaze. Three alarms and 
special calls were sent out, bringing to 
the scene of the conflagration all the 
fire apparatus in the lower half of the 
city, together with four fire boats 
from Manhattan and two belonging to 
Brooklyn. Heavy black smoke settled 
over East River as far as Long Island 
Sound, and extended over the lower 
part of Brooklyn, so that it became 
necessary to light limps in business 
houses. 

Among the heaviest losses is that of 
George T. Hammond, owner of the 
naval stores, which is estimated at 
$100,000. The Andorfha is owned by W. 
F. Roberts of Liverpool, and valued at 
$300,000. She was consigned to Ralli 
Bros., commission merchants. The 
blazing vessel was towed down to the 
Gowanus flats. and probably will prove 
a total loss. The Brooklyn Wharf and 
Warehouse Company, according to the 
best estimates, will lose $150,000. 

An inspector of the fire department 
tonight said that a number of em- 
ployés of the Hammond stores said 
that the fire started in the hold of the 
Andorfha. So ‘rapidly did the fire 
spread that the sailors aboard the craft 
were compelled to jump into the water 
to save themselves. 

The German-American stores had 500 
bales of cotton and 2500 bales of jute 
stored in pier No. 39, all of which was 
destroyed. The names of the owners 
of this could not be learned. 


HE HAD ENOUGH. 


Negro Leader of the Pana Riots Goes 
to Alabama, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PANA, (Ill.,) Oct. %4.—The union 
miners claim to feel more buoyant to- 
dav than at any time since the strike 
was inaugurated. The reason is that 
notices have been posted in and about 
the mines stating that “‘No insurance 
would be paid.” Pit Boss Franklin 
resigned today, claiming that he could 
not risk his life with the careless ne- 
gro miners. Henry Stevens, the ne- 
erro who led the riot of three weeks 
ago. has left for Alabama, stating that 
he had enough of Pana. Other ne- 
groes accompanied him. The militia, 
it is stated, will leave this week.

terstate commerce we think Congress 
is competent to forbid any agreement 
or combination among them by means 
of which competition is to be smoth- 
ered. 

“We think it extends at least to the 
prohibition of contracts relating to in- 
terstate commerce which would extin- 
guish all competition between other- 
wise competing railway corporations, 
and which would in that way restrain 
interstate trade or commerce. 

“We do not think that when the 
grantees of this public franchise are 
competing railroads seeking the trans- 
portation of men and goods from one 
State to another that ordinary freedom 
of contract in the use and management 
of their property requires the right to 
combine as one consolidated and pow- 
erful association for the purpose of 
stifling competition among themselves 
and of thus keeping their rates and 
charges higher than they might other- 
wise be under the laws of competition. 
And this is so. even though the rates 
provided for in the agreement may 
for the time be not more than are reas- 
onable. They may easily and at any 
time be increased. 

“It is the combination of these large 

and powerful corporations covering 
vast sections of territory and influenc- 
ing trade throughout the whole extent 
thereof, and acting as one body in all 
the matters of which the combination 
extends that constitutes the alleged 
evil, and in regard to which so far as 
the combination operates upon and re- 
strains interestate commerce Congress 
has power to legislate and to prohibit. 
The prohibition of such contracts may, 
in the judgment of Congress, be on 
of the reasonable necessities for the 
proper regulation of commerce, and 
Congress is the judge of such necessity 
and proverty unless in case of a pos- 
sible gross perversion of the principle, 
the courts might be applied to for re- 
lief.”’ 
- Referring to the claims of counsel 
regarding the general constitutional 
rights of the citizen to make contracts, 
and the extent of individual liberty un- 
der the Fourteenth Amendment, the 
opinion says: ‘The question is, for us, 
one of power only, and not one of pol- 
icy. We think the policy exists in 
Congress and the statute therefore is 
valid.”’ 

In conclusion, the opinion says: “The 
judgment of the lower courts, favora- 
ble to the Joint Traffic Association are 
reversed, and the case remanded to the 
Circuit Court of the United States for 
the District of New York with direc- 
tions to take such further proceedings 
therein as may be in conformity with 
this opinion.’ 

No dissentine opinion was filed, it 
being merely announced that the three 
justices named dissented. 

OTHER DECISIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS NIGIIT REPORT} 


By coincidence, two other opinions 
relating to the anti-trust law were 
handed down by Justice Peckham. In 
the case of the United States against 
Henry Hopkins and others, the govern- 
ment sought to restrain the Kansas 
City Live Stock Exchange from carry- 
ing on its business, on the ground that 
it was an association in restraint of 
trade, and therefore illegal under the 
anti-trust law. The association is car- 
ried on at the Kansas City stock yards, 
partly in Kansas and partly in Mis- 
souri. Its members receive shipments 
of cattle from Nebraska, Colorado, 
Texas, Missouri, Iowa, Kansas and tne 
Territories, selling them to the large 
packing-houses, particularly in Chi- 
eago, St. Louis and New York. The 
lower court fuled against the exchange 
on the ground that it was a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade. Justice 
Peckham’s opinion, in which all the 
court except Justice Harlan concurred, 
reverses the lower court decision and 
upholds the legality of the association. 

The opinion states that the Kansas 
City exchange is merely a local aid to 
the interstate association. Because the 
cattle themselves come from _ various 
states, that all persons performing any 
service connected with them are en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. It is 
pointed out that a member of the 
New York Produce Exchange who re- 
ceived consignments from other States 
does not thereby engage in interstate 
commerce. The opinion adds: “We 
think it would be an entirely novel 
view of the situation if all of the mem- 
bers of these different exchanges 
throughout the country were to be re- 
garded as engaged in interstate com- 
merce, because they sell things for 
their principals which come from 
States different from the one in which 
the exchange is situated and the sale 
is made.” 

A similar ruling was made in the 
case of the United States against J. C. 
Anderson and others, involving the 
Kansas City asseciation known as the 
Traders’ Live Stock Exchange. In this 
case, also, the court upholds the asso- 
ciation upon the ground that it is 
purely local and not engaged in inter- 
state traffic within the meaning of the 
anti-trust law. 

Justice Harlan announced his dis- 
senting opinion of the court in these 
two cases. 


New Ships for Spain. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—News is re- 
ceived in Washington of the launching 
at Havre of the cruiser Rio de la Plata, 
which is to be presented to Sipain by 
the Spanish residents in the Argentine 
Republic. There are many wealthy 
Spaniards residing in the Argentine Re- 
public, and at the outbreak of the war 
they raised a fund with which the ves- 
sel which was in process of construc- 
tion, was purchased, 


Kasagi Hoists Her Flag. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 24.—Japan’s 
finenew cruiser, the Kasagi, was turned 
over by the Cramps today to the Japa- 
nese government, as represented by 
Commander N. Kashievabra, and she 
at once went into commission and ran 
up the Mikado’s flag.

INCREDIBLE HARDSHIPS 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Oct. 24.—T. A. 
Baker of Portland, Or., who arrived 
from Alaska last night, says he met 
two men and a woman at Skaguay who 
had just finished a trip of incredible 
hardships over the Edmonton irail. 
They were Henry Mitchell and wife of 
Goldendale, and George Le Fewre of 
Spokane, who left the latter place four- 
teen months ago for the Klondike by the 
overland route. When they started they 
had 2000 pounds of provisions and twen- 
tv-one horses. Now they have nothing.

BRITISH FLAG HAULED DOWN, 


The Steamship Tacoma Becomes an 
American Vessel by Registry. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Oct. 24.—The 
steamship Tacoma of the Northern Pa- 
cific Steamship Company was formally 
transferred from British to American 
register with her home port at Tacoma 
today. Five thousand people stood on 
Ocean Dock to listen to speeches on the 
significance of the event and to see 
the British ensign lowered and the Stags 
and Stripes take its place. 

The change of register is significant. 
This is the first time an English vessel 
has changed from British to American 
register on the Pacific Coast, and the 
first time an English flag has been 
lowered in these waters, The steamship 
Victoria of the Northern Pacific Com- 
pany’s Tacoma-Oriental fleet, is in port, 
and will be surveyed in a few days 
preparatory to changing her register.

Women’s 
Relief Corps; Mrs. J. Ellen Foster of 
Washington, president of the Women’s 
Republican Association; Mrs. Hannah 
Solomon of Chica@go, president of the 
National Council of Jewish Women, 
and many others whose names are fa- 
maliar to the public, were present. 

The address of welcome was made 
this afternoon by Mrs. A. J. Sawyer of 
Lincoln, president of the Women's De- 
partment of the exposition. 

A meeting was held by the National 
Jewish Women’s Council, at which re- 
ports were made by Mmes. Adams of 
Dubuque, Lieberman of Kansas City, 
Haas of Chicago, Hirsch of Des Moines 
and many others, covering the practi- 
cal philanthropic work being done by 
their respective sections.

AMERICAN APPLE CROP. 


Smallest Since Reliable Statistics 
Have Been Collected. . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—The Orange Judd 

Farmer will say tomorrow: 

“The apple crop of the United States 
is smaller than it has been since relia- 
ble statistics have been collected. The 
total supply from the 1898 crop of the 
United States is 27,700 barrels 
compared with something over 40,000,000 
last year, and 70,000,000 in the record- 
breaking crop of 1896. The failure is 
widespread, reaching from the Pacific 
Coast to Maine, and in no one of the 
States does the output of fruit ap- 
proach an average. 

“In the great apple States of the 
West, the crop is almost an absolute 
failure, though the situation in Michi- 
gan is better than elsewhere, having 
about two-thirds of the bumper crop of 
1896. New York has only one-fifth of 
a fullcrop. The failure is attributed to 
the fact that during the blooming sea- 
son there was excessive rainfall which 
washed out the pollen and prevented 
fertilization by insects, while a_ cold 
wave added to the injury, and subse- 
quent moist humid weather was favor- 
able to the develnnment of furcus dis- 
eases. The Ontario crop is decidediv 
short. The crop of Europe is reported 
below the normal,” 


PRESIDENT’S BUSY DAY. 


Gen. Wade Authorized t6 Extend 
Evacuation Limit. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The Presi- 
dent has had an exceedingly busy fore- 
noon today. Atty-Gen. Griggs and 
Secretaries Long, Hay and Alger called 
about 10 o’clock, and the President 
discussed with them several matters 
which he found awaiting his attention 
on his arrival from the West. 

A telegram from Gen. Wade, at Ha- 
vana, was read recommending that the 
limit of time allowed the Spaniards to 
vacate Cuba be extended from Decem- 
ber 1 to January 1. He said that it 
would be physically impossible for the 
124,000 Spanish troops now on the isl- 
and to leave before the first of the 
year, and he regarded the extension 
of time as reasonable and just. After 
the matter had been discussed at some 
length, an agreement was reached and 
Gen. Wade was telegraphed that his 
recommendation was approved. Mean- 
while, however, the United States 
trops now in Cuba, and others to be 
dispatched, will take possession of the 
territory as fast as the Spaniards va- 
cate it, probably leaving Havana till 
the last. 

In regard to the reported purpose of 
the Spaniards to dismount and remove 
to Spain, the heavy ordnance of the 
forts and arsenals about Havana, it 
was stated in positive terms that 
nothing of the kind would be per- 
mitted, and if this movement had al- 
ready begun it would be stopped at 
once. The instructions given to the 
Evacuation Commission at Havana 
covered all of these ‘questions, and ex- 


| plicitly provided that only the arms in 


the hands of the troops and what is 
generally understood as impedimenta 
would be permitted to be taken away.

British Misgivings as to the Quality, 


of the Salisbury Backbone 


are Dispelled. 


HOPE’S AZURE HUE REAPPEARS. 


ANOTHER BUNDLE OF DOCUMEN. 
TARY DIALOGUES FIRED OFF. 


Her Majesty’s Premier Was Gently” 
Insistent With the Delightfully 
Vague French Baron—A 
Flutter of Shipping. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The British government will issue 
another blue book tonight, the most 
importent of which will be a dispatch 
dated October 12 from the Marquis of 
Salisbury to the Ambassador at Paris, 
Sir Edmund Monson, reporting the pre- 
vious interview with Baron de Courcel, 
in which the latter wished to ascertain 
what solution of the question was pos- 
sible. In this dispatch the Marquis of 
Salisbury says: “I gently insisted that 
the Nile Valley had belonged and still 
belonged to Egypt, and that whatever 
diminution that title had suffered by 
the Mahdi’s conquest had been removed 
by the victory at Omdurman.” 

The Marquis of Salisbury then 
pointed out the helplessness of Maj. 
Marchand’s position, which Baron de 
Courcel denied, and finally the British 
Premier in reply to Baron de Courcel’s 
suggestion, offered to supply Maj. Mar- 
chand with food and ammunition in 
order that he might be able to reach 
French territory. 

Baron dé Courcel then said France 
wanted an outlet to the Nile, and the 
Marquis of Salisbury requested that 
the whole proposition be made in writ- 
ing. 

The Salisbury dispatch, in conclusion, 
said: “The extreme indefiniteness of 
Baron de Courcel’s proposition made it 
impossible for me to express or form 
an opinion relative to the territory 
claimed by France in the Bahr-el-Gha- 
zal region. Under the circumstances 
the discussion has been fruitful of 
misapprehension. I informed him that 
it was in no way my duty to discuss 
the French claims now, but that in ab- 
staining therefrom I must not be un- 
derstaod as in any degree admitting 
their validity.” 

This was the last interview between 
the Ambassador and the Premier on 
this subject. Baron de Courcel then 
went to Paris, and it is thought that 
the proposition which he brings tonight 
embodies the points indicated in this 
conversation. The British Cabinet 
council has been fixed for Thursday 
rext. 

The blue book also contains interest- 
ing letters from Mustapha, the Regent 
of Egypt, to Gen. Kitchener and Lord 
Cromer, the British diplomatic agent, 
respectively, Showing Egypt’s attitude. 
He wrote to Gen. Kitchener warmly 
thanking him for taking possession of 
Feshoda and thereby reconquering for 
Egypt the provinces which assure her 
ex ~tence and from which she only 
re. red provisionally. 

The Regent, in writing to Lord Cro- 
mer, protested against ‘“‘the French 
violation of Egyptian territory,” adding 
that Egypt had never lost sight of the 
reoccupation of the province of the 
Soudan, which are the actual sources 
of the vitality of Egypt and from which 
she only withdrew owing to force. He 
also said that the reconquest of Khar- 
toum would fail to have its effect if 
the valley of the Nile was not restored 
to Egypt. Mustapha concluded with 
referring to the Anglo-French discus- 
sion on the subject of Fashoda, urg- 
ing Lord Cromer to use his good offices 
with the Marquis of Salisbury “in or- 
der that the incontestible rlemis of 
Egypt may be recognized, and that all 
the provinces occupied up to the rebel- 
~~ of Mohammed Ahmed be restored 

o her.”’ 

NAVAL DEPOT ACTIVITY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
VICTORIA (B. C.,). Oct. 24.—The 
preparations at Esquimalt, the naval 
depot of the Northern Pacilic squadron, 
continues unabated. An air of activity 
pervadesalldepartments. The Amphion, 
which it Was understood would not go 
into dry dock until after another 
steamer already booked nad been dealt 
with, received instructions today from 
the admiral of the fleet to commence 
the necessary work immediately and 
she entered the dry dock.

TOULON A MILITARY CENTER.

PARIS, Oct. municipal 
authorities of Toulon have been noti- 
fied that that place will be the center 
of important naval and military prep- 
arations, and have been instructed to 
arrange for the immediate reception 
of four battalions of infantry, 1500 ma- 
rines and 600 artillerymen.

The naval authorities have been or- 
dered to expedite the preparations for 
the outfitting of the new squadron. 

OVER THEIR BLUES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ] 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—The Fashoda 
yellow book issued by the French gov- 
ernment having left some slight mis- 
givings in this country as to Lord Sal- 
isbury’s firmmess in dealing with the 
French Ambassador, Baron de Courcel, 
@ speedy dissipation of these fears fol- 
lowed the publication of yesterday’s 
blue book. It is specially welcomed by 
the London papers, which this morning 
express their satisfaction notably at 
the view of the Egyptian Regent, 
which is held to nullify emtirely the 
French idea fhat England lacks the 
approval of the Bgyptian government. 

The Pariscorrespondent of the Daily 
Chronicle claims to have authority to 
say that a decision has already been 
taken by the French government speed- 
ily to evacuate Fashoda, and that M. 
Del Casse, the French Foreign Min- 
ister, will do his utmost to facilitate a 
pacific solution. 


FRENCH IDEAS. 


Mr. Del Casse’s Exposition on the 
Yellow Book. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PARIS, Oct. 24.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
The newspapers here today warmly 
praise the exposition of the French 
side of the Fashoda question presented 
by the Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. 
Del Casse, in the yellow book on the 
subject, issued yesterday. 

The Figaro says: “If the British gov- 
ernment rejects France's moderate and 
just proposals,itcan omly be because the 
government of Great Britain desires 


before anything else the humiliation of 
France.” 


The general tone of the French press 
comment is reflected by the Eclair, 
which remarks: “An agreement re- 


farding Fashoda cam be arrived at 
provided Great Britain does not persist 
in asking for the immediate recall. of 
Maj. Marchand. But as to an outlet 
on the Nile, we have an absolute right 
there too, and will brook no refusal.” 


ENGLISH PRESS COMMENT.

IN PORTO RICO. 


AMERICAN ENTERPRISE WILL 
COMPLETE THE RAILWAY. 


An Excellent System Now Under 
Contemplation—Good Highways 
Through the Island. 


NO CHANCE FOR THE POOR MAN. 


IMMENSE PRICES CHARGED FOR 
ALL COMMODITIES. 


Many American Capitalists Looking 
for Good Investments—Few Open- 
ings Offered to Business Men 
of Moderate Means, 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

PONCE (Porto Rico,) Sept. 20.—Al- 
though you may make the circuit of 
this island by railway and visit sev- 
eral interior towns in a parlor car, it 
is infinitely pleasanter, if time is not 
pressing, to travel over these trop- 
ical countries on horseback, or en 
coche, wherever practicable. Nothing 
more delightful can be imagined than 
a saddle journey from San Juan to 
Ponce, the capital—a distance of thirty 
miles as the crow flies, but nearer 
fifty by the windings of the old camino 
real, or “royal road,” built by the early 
Spaniards almost four centuries azo. 
The interior of Porto Rico is extreme- 
ly fertile, and so well tilled that the 
entire island looks like one continuous 
garden. It is remarkably well sup- 
plied with towns and villages, there 
being no fewer than seventy-three with 
upward of a thousahd population, be- 
sides innumerable hamlets, of grass- 
covered huts surrounding some tile- 
roofed church or bodega. All the towns 
are connected by good highways, with 
many transverse voads; and the rail- 
way, begun in 1893, follows the irreg- 
ular shore-line some three hundred 
miles, and already sends several short 
branches into the interior. When fully 
completed—as it is likely soon to be, 
under energetic American manage- 
ment—Porto Rico’s railway system will 
include five lines, with twelve sections, 


about five hundred miles all told; not. 


a bad showing for the little three-cor- 
nered island, which is only about one- 


third the size of the State of Michi- | 
or somewhere about ninety-six . 


gan, 
miles long by thirty-six miles wide, in 
its longest and widest part. Before the 
war there were 475 miles of telegraph 
in operation in Porto Rico, and a deep- 
sea cable connecting it with the United 
States, Europe and the other Antilles. 
It had also a well-established bank- 
ing institution, whose headquarters 
were in San Juan, with branches ex- 
tending throughout the island; and in 


1890 a charter was extended for another |, 


bank, with the exclusive privilege of a 
note issue, the original capital being 
1,500,000 pesos. Though Porto Rico is 
only one-twelfth the size of Cuba, it 
contains fully half as many people, 
the largest island having so much 
waste land, while every acre of the 
smaller is occupied and cultivated. The 
comparatively level strip between the 
highlands and the sea is filled with 
coffee groves, cotton, cane, rice and to- 
bacco. Then comes a mass of 
lar hills, apparently piled hap hazard, 
around cloud-capped Yunque, their up- 


per heights yet covered with the mag- : 


nificent forests which Columbus so 
much admired. Flourishing plantations 
extend a long way up the sloping hill- 
sides and down into the green valleys 
that lie between, while in hundreds 
of narrow cafions grass grows and 
flocks and herds find rich pasturage. 
Porto Rico is famous for its excellent 
cattle, and for a particularly fine breed 
of horses from its mountain districts. 
Though the methods of farming are 
naturally most primitive and the lazy 
people invariably put off until tomor- 
row everything which should be done 
today—less than a quamnter of the crops 
mow raised by the present slipshod 
methods are needgd for the support of 
the population. Never was there a 
small country better equipped for sus- 
taining itself, independent of the out- 
side world, than Porto Rico. On the 
higher grounds European corn and 
vegetables are cultivated to perfec- 
tion; and between the coffee, cotton and 
sugar plantations and the sturdy line 
of ancient trees, which stand out in 
the landscape like a ruff around the 
necks of the topmost peaks, rice is 
grown, of a peculiar mountain variety 
which does not require flooding, and 
constitutes the staff of life for the ia- 
croring classes. 

There are said to be something over 
500 varieties of native trees on the isl- 
and, and in the loftier altitudes ap- 
ples, pears and other northern fruits 
might be suceessfulle grown, Every 
wall and hedgerov is overrun with 
vines and blossoming creepers, and 
every spot not devoted to artificial 
crops is covered with natural fruit- 
bearing trees, or teeming with flowers, 
such es are carefully tended in our 
northern conservatories, here springing 
in wild and odorous profusicn. 

When the discovers ramed this isl- 
and the Rich Port they believed it to 
contain incalculable mineral riches. 
Gold, copper, iron, zinc, coal are known 
to exist in several places, but no se- 
rious attempt has ever been made to 
develop these resources. Possibly un- 
der American management they may 
come to the front in the near future, 
particularly the iro and coal, which, 
in this locality, wovld prove mo~e valu- 
ale, if found in considerable que ti- 
ties, than most gold mines. The only 
industry in this line which hes been 
pursued to any extent here are the 
salt mines, at Salinas. on the south 
coast, and at Cape Rojo. on the west. 
The sponge fields. too, are practically 
inexhaustible, and have hardly been 
touched: and there pre exiensive quer- 
ries of beautiful white-stone, granite 
and marble, which have been entirelv 
neglected for lack of capital. but in 
Yankee hands would pay well. 

A good many Americans are already 
here. to look up the prospects for in- 
vestment of capital and the business 
ehances for men of smaller means. 
They represent every element profes- 
sional, commercial, manufacturing and 
industrial life; and it is safe to savy 
that they are a shrewd lot, who will 
make searching and conclusive investi- 
gations. I have talked with sé@veral of 
them, and in every case they express 
disappointment. They did not realize 
at a distance that Porto Rico is not 
in the least like our Western States 
and Territories, with extensive tracts 
of unoccupied and unclaimed lands, or 
even like New England and our Snuth- 
ern States, with their abandoned farms 
and broken-down plantations; but here 
every inch of land is owned by some- 
body and can only be acquired by the 
payment of a good round sum. Fince 
Americans have taken the island, prices 
have advanced to an absurd extent—it 
being now pretty generally understood 
that we.are a wealthy people and lib- 
erally inclined. Even the ignorant 
market people. spying an American 
afar off. immediately jump up on their 
prices for the simplest things, a hun- 
dred per cent. or more. They seem to 
think that, as a nation, we are liter- 
ally ‘“‘made out of money” and have 
come to disburse it. :

ice-making plant, and others of similar 
nature to supply the needs of the isl- 
and. There are a few good openings 
for well-conducted American hotels, 
restaurants, barber shops, laundries, 
tailoring establishments, livery stables, 
hack and express lines; and in the pro- 
fessional lines, American doctors, den- 
tists and photographers will doubtless 
soon absorb most business of that na- 
ture; while the native lawyers—who, 
like other Spanish-Americans, are born 
limbs of the law, will continue to 
monopolize the legal business. When 
the building era begins, as it is bound 
to do by next year at farthest, there 
will be work for a while for mechanics 
of all sorts. Probably in time the agri- 
cultural lands will pass into the hands 
of Americans, their superior methods 
and commercial sagacity being bound 
to eventually absorb the holdings of a 
race so ill-fitted to compete with them 
as the Porto Ricans. Today, in spite 
of adverse circumstances, coffee grow- 
ing in this island is about the most 
profitable industry in the world. Under 
ordinarily favorable circumstances it 
never fails to pay from 30 to 40 per cent. 
on the investment, years in and out. 
Where the bounties of nature are so 
lavishly bestowed as in Porto Rico, 
there must be many new industries 
within the reach of far-seeing Ameri- 
cans—such as chocolate and cocoa fac- 
tories; utilizing the palm oil nuts, cas- 
tor and vanilla beans with which the 
island abounds, as well as the spice and 
dye plants; fruit packing establish- 
ments, raising chickens and eggs with 
incubators (a thing yet unheard of 
In the 
1: last named line there is certainly a 
most excellent opening. The people 
consume a vast amount of beer, which 
‘is all brought from the United States 
and Germany, at great expense. The 
fashion here is to serve it with broken 
ice in the glass, which of course renders 
it disagreeably flat and tasteless. 

Porto Rico is not so very hot—not a 
circumstance to New York or Wash- 
ington in mid summef—the average 
daily temperature being 80 deg.; but 
the fact remains that it is extremely 
trying to foreigners. It stands to rea- 
son that a climate in which iron cor- 
rodes in six weeks and where paper is 
in a short time reduced to powder, 
must be hard on the human frame. 
While the natives sometimes live to 
i good old age, a few instances being 
| recorded of persons past 100 years, peo- 
| ple from the North are sure of having 
|a serious time for a year or two; and 
|if they survive the acclimating process, 
are generally cut off Iong before the 
| natural-three score years and. ten. 
Yesterday 1 was talking with a Chi- 
| cago real estate man whom I met in 
, Ponce. The gist of what he told me is 
as follows: “I left home with the idea 
| that Porto Rico would offer some splen- 
did openings for men of small means, 
and came here expressly to seek infor- 
mation in that line. And I have been 
disenchanted, not to say’ grievously 
disappointed. You know how it is in 
the United States—that a man who has 
only a few thousands at command is 
quite lost sight of in this age of pools 
and trusts and combines and syndi- 
cated department stores; and I sup- 
posed that here was one of our new 
possessions to which he might come, 
and with his limited means, begin life 
under more hopeful conditions. But I 
was altogether mistaken. I find that 
the coffee, sugar and tobacco planta- 
tions are of great extent, and, although 
their owners are willing to part with 
them, they want anywhere from $50,000 
up to half a million. 

“Fruit farming, being a new venture, 
is uncertain and reliable data upon 
which to base estimates are impossible 
to obtain. After investigating all 
these, I turned my attention to dairy- 
ing and minor industries; but there 
are unfavorable circumstances sur- 
rounding each of them, more or less in- 
surmountable, and on the whole I have 
concluded to go home and be contented. 
It is an undoubted fact that nowhere 
on God’s green earth does the pocr 
man stand ¢0 good a chance as in the 
United States.” 


As an indication of what is already 
going on, it may be stated that there 
are seven bids before the Council of 
Ponce for a street-railroad franchise 
between that city and the port—a dis- 
tance of two and a half miles. The 
bid offers $10,000 outright, with for- 
feitures at the end of twenty years. The 
plans include every known form of 
motor, and one provides for a swing- 
ing car to be run on a single rail. The 
postal department has recently estab- 
lished stations all over the island, and 
bids for carrying the mails to various 
points have been called for. It is said 
that a Philadelphian went by the last 
steamer to the United States to pur- 
chase machinery for an ice plant, to 
be set up at a town called Mayaguez, 
and rumors are rife of large deals by 
American syndicates in Porto Rican to- 
bacco and coffee lands. 


Ponce is the largest city of the isl- 
and, with a population in normal times 
of perhaps 38,000. It is a rich old town, 
exceptionally clean. for Spanish-Ameri- 
ca, and well built. Its dwelling-houses 
are mostly of wood, with iron balco- 
nies, green jalousies and windows with- 
out glass, while the public buildings 
are of brick and stone. The latter are 
grouped around a palm-shaded plaza 
and include a Roman Catholic cathe- 
dral and an Episcopal church, besides 
the usual ‘“‘palacio,’”’ theater and casino. 
There are half a dozen other churches, 
of course, all Romish, a well-kept hos- 


pital, public library reading- 
room, two colleges and ae military 
school. The wide, well-paved streets 


are lighted with gas, by an English 
company. The next town in point of 
population is San Germain, which has 
about 30,000, according to the latest cen- 
sus. A very interesting place to visit 
is Mayaguez, on the west coast, with 
a population of 12,000. It is a garrison 
town with clubs and gas works and 
the best hotel on the island. A fine iron 
bridge, completed some six years ago, 
connects the town with its port; but, 
unfortunately, the harbor is accessible 
only to vessels drawing not more than 
sixteen feet. 

This is our last day in Porto Rico, 
and tomorrow we sail for Jamaica, en 
route to Havana.

RAILROAD INJUSTICE. 


Southern Pacific Discriminates’ in 
Favor of San Francisco. 

The Southern Pacific has refused 
just freight rates to San Joaquin Val- 
ley voints to the Los Angeles mer- 
chants. At the regular meeting of the 
board of directors of the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association last 
evening, the secretary reported that he 
had held a conference with Assistant 
Passenger and Freight Agent Luce of 
the Southern Pacific Railway. The 
latter informed him that the request 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association for freight rates from this 
city to San Joaquin Valley points equal 
per mile to rates as now charged from 
San Francisco into that territory had 
been denied by the Southern Pacific. 

A resolution was adopted instructing 
the secretary to ask the City Council 
to appoint a special committee to act 
in conjunction with a similar commit- 
tee from the association regarding the 
future contract for the cremation of 
garbage. 

It was decided to give a banquet to 
the members of the association during 
the month of January, about the time 
that the new board of directors takes 
office. 

Several newspaper articles were sub- 
mitted from the press of Stockton, 
showing that 200 merchants of that city 
had signed an agreement to free them- 
selves from the trading stamp. The 
merchants who signed the agreement 
with the trading-stamp company soon 
discovered that the scheme was small 
benefit to them. The _ trading-stamp 
company in Stockton promised to its 
customers, as it did in Los Angeles, to 
advertise extensively in the newspa- 
pers the scheme and its advantages, 
but only once or twice had such adver. 
tisements appeared. The Stockton pa- 
pers publish interviews with many of 
the merchants. All denounced the 
proposition as a delu- 
sion. 

The following-named new members 
were elected: McDonald Grain and 
Milling Company, Sherwood & Sher- 
wood, and Chicago Wallpaper Com- 
pany. 


A CHILD FOR EACH. 


Courts Adjust the Troubles of the 
Vosburg Family. 


The troubles of the Vosburg family 
have been disposed of by the courts 
of Syracuse, N. Y. The older son, 
Royden, 12 years old, has been given to 
the father, John 8S. Vosburg, and the 


younger, Murray, aged 8, to Mrs. Kate 
Vosburg, the mother. Mrs. Vosburg 
claimed that her husband was not a 
proper person to care for the chil- 
dren, but the courts decided differently 
and declaring that each parent had 
equal rights with the other, divided the 
children. 

Mrs. Vosburg is the daughter of J. 
S. Slauson of this city. She and Vos- 
burg have been married fourteen years, 
Of late their relations have not been 
happy. The father took the boys East 
with him for a visit some months ago, 
and when his wife refused to come 
East to live with him in a country 
town in New York, he refused to send 
the children back to California. Mr. 
Slauson and his daughter crossed the 
continent to get legal relief. They 
found the children only by invoking 
the aid of detectives, and a legal bat- 
tle ensued for their possession.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Oct. 19.—[Regular 
Corespondence.] The foreclosure cases 
brought in the District Court early last 
spring by the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust Company against the Arizona 
Improvement Company and the Arizona 
Canal Company, were tried on Monday 
last and, as expected, judgment was 
rendered for the plaintiffs and sale of 
the properties ordered. The Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust Company is trustee for 
the bondholders of the two defendant 
companies, which are practically one 
and the same. The companies became 
delinquent in their interest payments 
and the improvement company con- 
tracted considerable indebtedness, be- 
side, in carrying on the business of 
fruit growing. C. J. Hall, vice-presi- 
dent of the Phoenix National Bank, 
was last winter chosen receiver and 
has managed both properties during the 
He will now sell 
them at public sale at a date yet to be 
determined, the court at its session 
Monday only ordering a decree of judg- 
ment entered on the docket and the de- 
cree itself to be presented later by Hon. 
Cc. F. Ainsworth, local attorney of the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust Company. 
The court ordered that the price at 
which each property is to be sold shall 
be not less than $200,000. The purchaser 
of both properties will undoubtedly be 
the bondholders, who have perfected an 
organization and propose to make ma- 
terial improvements this winter in case 
they come into possession. 

PHOBNIX IN BRIEF. 

Mrs. J. Roe Young and family have 
taken up their residence at the Vekal 
mine, where Mr. Young has a perma- 
nent position. 

Quail hunting is very popular among 
Phoenix sportsmen and the birds are 
reported plentiful. One party of four 
killed ninety-nine in a day’s work.

The petition asking 
for the appointment of the adminis- 
trators estimates the value of’ the es- 
tate at $2600, exclusive of such lots in 
Simms’s addition to the city of Phoe- 
nix as the deceased owned at the time 
of his death,

Water development in this’ section 
continues apace, although for some 
years past the cry has been that there 
igs no more water to utilize. J. S. Brid- 
enstine and W. P. Marshall of Peoria 
postoffice, this county, have located 20,- 
000 inches of water on the Verde River 
at the old Ft. McDowell military res- 
ervation. They propose to get the water 
by means of an underflow ditch, the 
head of which is to be located on the 
east side of the Verde, one-half mile 
from its bank, and on the south bank 
of Sycamore Creek. They will con- 
struct a dam and reservoir and propose 
to dig a ditch seven miles long. 

The enrollment of the public schools 
of Phoenix is the largest in their his- 
tory, being 1032. The enrollment of the 
High School is 122, crowding the ca- 
pacity of the institution very much. 

Dr. BE. W. Wilbur of Mesa City is im- 
porting a carload of rye, with which to 
seed a considerable area of land and 
make winter pasture. 

The oranges are commencing to ripen 
and will be ready to pick on or about 
November 15. The crop is a very fine 
one, and in ripening has been aided by 
the unusually warm weather experi- 
enced up to the present time. 

The body of James Woods, an old- 
time teamster, was found in bed Sun- 
day morning at the ‘Star lodging- 
house, Woods having evidently died 
early in the evening before. He had 
been quite sick for some time from 
cancer, and a Coroner's jury returned a 
verdict accordingly. Woods was 67 
years old, and known in times past in 
all the principal mining camps of Ari- 
zona and Nevada. 

J. M. Burnette, a well-known local 
attorney, has returned from a sum- 
mer’s trip to Honolulu. He returned in 
a sailing vessel, and was twenty-six 
days en route home. 

G. C. Reavey, a harness maker, while 
going down town to business Tuesday 
morning, discovered a sandbag lying 
In the front yard of Jesse Crane’s res}- 
dence. It is thought the footpad was ly- 
ing in wait for Mr. Crane the evening 
before, but was balked in his design, 
and in order to avoid detection threw 
the murderous club over the fence in 
the grass.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Oct. 18.—[Regu- 
lar Correspandence.}] W. E. Defty, a 
well-known mining expert, left for Gila 
Bend, via Wickenburg, Monday, on 
a buckboard, in company with Sir 
Henry Ferguson. Together they will 
examine: the Gila Bend irrigation sys- 
tem on behalf of a Scotch and Eng- 
lish syndicate. Litigation has affected 
the Gila Bend proposition adversely. 
The diversion dam crossing the Gila 
River was washed out by a flood sey- 
eral seasons ago.

TUCSON. 


TUCSON (Ariz.,) Oct. 19.—[Regular 
Correspomdence.] The Southern Pacifico 
Railroad shops located here had a nar- 
row escape Sunday night from fire. At 
11 o’clock a flame was discovered in the 
boiler shops, which are located midway 
between the round-house and machine 
shops and in close proximity to both. 
An alarm was sounded and streams 
from the fire hose brought to bear on 
the flames and the danger was quickly 
averted. The new fire department re- 
cently reorganized responded to the 
call, but arrived on the scene too late 
to be of any service. 

A marriage took place at the Indian 
School in this city Sunday. The con- 
tracting parties were Andrew Jackson, 
a Pima Indian, and Johanna 
Williams, a Papago. The couple 
will take up their residence in Phoenix, 
where ‘Amdrew has a position in the 
Indian School. Both are well educated, 
Andrew having attended the schools 
at San Carlos and Albuquerque, and 
the bride the school im this city. 

A band of 1000 head of cattle was 
shipped to Denver Monday last by D. 
J. Butcher, who purchased them from 
R. G. Brady. 

At a meeting of the fire department, 
held Sunday afternoon, fifteen new 
names were added to the membership. 
A lunch was given by one of the mem- 
bers. 

The Mexicans of*the “old pueblo” 
have organized a Republican campaign 
club, with A. Moreno as president and 
a full list of officers. About one hun- 
dred Mexican voters signed the rolls. 

At a recent meeting of the Tucson 
Board of Trade, a_ resolution was 
adopted, recommending to the City 
Council that the entire military plaza, 
with the exception of two blocks in 
front of the schoolhouse, be sold, and 
the proceeds applied to the construc- 
tion of a sewerage system, something 
that is badly needed. It is thought 
enough money can be raised by the sale 
of the land in question to accomplish 
this object. It was also resolved at 
the Board of Tradé meeting to secure 
from the water company a statement 
regarding the terms that it will furnish 
water during a term of years. If sat- 
isfactory arrangements can be made it 
is proposed to secure the dismissal of 
the water litigation and thus secure 
both an adequate water supply and a 
good sewerage system without being 
compelled to issue bonds. 


ARIZONA IN GENERAL, 


It is strongly suspected that the 
Santa Fé Pacific intends to build a 
rival town to Kingman at the station 
called Hancock, six miles west of«the 
former place. The railroad people say 
they will place a locomotive there to 
help the trains up the long and steep 
grade going east. Hancock is also the 
starting point of the new line of rail- 
road projected to the valley of the 
Colorado. The new station will have 
considerable advantage over Kingman 
in the matter of water, the supply be- 
ing practically inexhaustible. — 

The Wallapai Indians living in a vil- 
lage south of Kingman, recently held 
an indignation meeting. Speeches were 
made and considerable savage enthu- 
siasm was developed. It appears that 
they feel aggrieved with Indian Agent 
Henry P. Ewing over a matter of ra- 
tions, but as the ebullition of spirit has 
not been manifest since the meeting, it 
is surmised that they have become rec- 
onciled. again. 

Edmond Kenton, who left the Upper 
Salt River Valley about a month ago 
for New Mexico. with his cattle, re- 
ports to friends in Globe that he got 
through with the loss of only nine 
head. The cattle were starving on 
their old range and had to be moved. 

Local representatives of the Lowell 
Observatory at Flagstaff deny that 
there is any truth in the rumor that 
their institution is to be moved. They 
vindicate the Flagstaff climate by say- 
ing that the place is one of the best 
locations to be found anywhere for 
their purpose. 

Three prisoners are in jail at Flag- 
staff, charged with maliciously setting 
fire to the forest near the camp of wa- 
terworks employés, located north of 
town. It is charged that they set fire 
to the forest in order to burn up the 
camp in revenge for some fancied 
grievance. 

Chinamen, a few days ago, refused to 
admit the police officers of Flagstaff 
into their dwellings at the rear of Cof- 
fin’s grocery store, and a battle royal 
ensued, revolvers being the weapons 
used on both sides. The door was 
finally forced open and a Chinaman 
with a broken left arm from a pistol 
bullet found. A couple of opium smok- 
ing layouts were confiscated, 

A party of government surveyors 
headed by Charles von Exlebon, deputy 
Unted States surveyor at Tucson, is 
now surveying six sections of land in 
the vicinity of Yuba City, Coconino 
county. While nothing definite is 
known of the purpose of the Interior 
Department in ordering this survey to 
be made, it is supposed to be done for 
the purpose of definitely settling bound- 
ary limes and water rights that have 
been constant sources of dispute be- 
tween white settlers living in the neigh- 
borhood and the Indians. 

The effort of certain citizens of Hol- 
brook to have the national government 
set apart the petrified forests near that 
place as a government reservation 
promises to be successful. The land is 
absolutely worthless for any purpose 
whatever, and the proposed reservation 
will prevent despoilers from robbing it 
of the only redeeming feature that it 
possesses. Forest Superintendant Bene- 
dict has asked W. C. Barnes for data 
concerning the amount of land neces- 
Sary to cover the entire park and other 
information. 

A drunken man and a woman who 
were sleeping on top of a porch at 
Jerome, fell to the ground, a distance 
of eighteen feet. The woman was un- 
rneures. but the man sustained a broken 
eg. 

A nervous chill chased up and down 
the vertebraes of Jerome people the 
other day, when they learned what a 
narrow escape they again sustained 
from having a fire. A man rooming 
near the place where the recent fire 
originiated stuck @® candle in the side 
of the wall and left it burning when 
he went to bed. The candle. burned its 
length and then set fire to the wall. 
The careless sleeper was nearly suffo- 
cated when found. 

The electric light company at Wil- 
Mams hes been rushing work on its 
plant. The power house is about com- 
pleted, and all the machinery is on the 
ground ready to he putin position, The 
poles for the wires are also being put in 
place. 

The business men of Holbrook, after 
discussing the matter tharoughly, have 
concluded to close their stores on Sun- 
days, beginning with the first Sunday 
in November. The local paper, in com- 
menting on the move, says that the 
customs of frontier days are gradually 
disappearing through the influences of 
.more permanent society, and that the 
advent of church services and Sunday- 
school in the town also urges the ob- 
servance of the day. _ 

Prospectors arriving in Kingmay, re- 


port that large deposits of rich gold- 
bearing gravel have been discovered 
near the old Senator mill, and it is said 
the whole north end of the Cerbat 
Range, where the Colorado River cuts 
its way through, is gold-bearing. Over 
twenty-four hundred acres of gravel 
have been located already and more is 
being taken up every day. The most 
extensive deposits, it is said, are twelve 
miles back from the river, but all the 
ground can be worked by the hydraulic 
process. The best ground is therefore 
too far from water to/ be properly 
worked by machines, but if water can 
be brought fromm the river the yield of 
gold will be enormous. At present a 
number of prospectors are working in 
the small gulches with their dry 
washer machines and are making good 
walneal The greatest value of the gold 
in the new field is said to lis in the 
fine gold, which is lost to the dry wash- 
ers. Slo far as prospected the ground 
will yield from % to 1 cent per pan. 

A disastrous fire occurred in Flag- 
staff on the 16th, whereby six wooden 
buildings were burned down. The 
building occupied by the K. of P., A.O. 
U.W., 1.0.0.F., and G.A.R. lodges and 
owned by George Hoxworth was con- 
sumed, with all the paraphernalia of the 
different’ orders. The new Bank Hotel 
and the residence of T. J. Coulter es- 
caped by a narrow margin. The loss 
on buildings is estimated at $6000, and 
on furnishings at $3000, with about $4000 
insurance. 

The great register of Navajo county 
will fall from 100 to 200 names short of 
two years ago. 

Capt. R. G. Andre of Tempe has a 
curiosity in the shape of a piece of 
petrified cactus. 

A boy named Archie Cooptr was se- 
verely hurt at Nogales by the explosion 
of a cartridge. His dog found and was 
playing with the explosive. The boy 
took it from him and threw it away. 
It struck a stone and exploded, pieces 
of the shell striking the boy in the 
face, lacerating the flesh severely. 

The Copper Queen Company of Bisbee 
has struck a very rich body of copper- 
silver ore on the 500-foot level of its 
big mines at Nacosari, Sonora, about 
one hundred and ninety miles south of 
Bisbee. 

An affray occurred at the smelter 
at Bisbee a few days ago. Three Mex- 
icans attacked an American, but the 
latter knocked two of them down and 
used a knife on the third, cutting him 
in the back and side, but not dan- 
gerously. 

Sam Bass, 20 years old, a member 
of the sporting fraternity, died at Bis- 
bee early on the morning of the l4th 
from an overdose of morphine, admin- 
istered by a companion, Sam E. Rob- 
erts. The latter happened to take a 
trifle smaller dose and did not follow 
his companion. A Coroner’s jury ex- 
onerated him from blame in the mat- 
ter. 

East Benson is rapidly disappearing 
as a station on the New Mexico and 
Arizona Railway, and will soon be 
nothing more than a section house, and 
a side track. All the buildings are be- 
ing removed. The round house, it is 
stated, will be taken down and erected 
again in the Southern Pacific yards at 
Benson, and the water tanks probably 
removed to Torres Station, on the So- 
nora Railway. 

Merritt Hobson, who has a brother 
living at Mesa City, was found dead in 
bed at the Norton House in Bisbee on 
the evening of the 13th, having occupied 
the room since 7 o'clock the same 
morning. The deceased had taken half 
of the contents of a vial containing 
morphine. He was about 43 years old, 
of fine physical proportions, and had 
recently been at Willcox and Grand 
Reef. Two dollars in coin was found 
in his pockets. Despondency is as- 
signed as the cause. 

The progress of the Saginaw Southern 
Railway in building southward from 
Jerome has been checked by the owner 
of a piece of property located in a 
cafion through which the road must go. 
Condemnation proceedings on the part 
of the company have been delayed by 
a transfer of part of the property to 
two sons of the owner. The people of 
Williams offered to buy the right-of- 
way for the company, but this was re- 
jected and the citizens are accordingly 
very indignant. 

Norman Turnbull was shot in the 
right hip at Bisbee on the morning of 
the 14th by Tom Drisdale, known as 
‘Mississippi Tom,” and lies in a pre- 
carious condition. The two men were 
employés of the Fashion faro games, 
and quarreled during the night. Dris- 
dale has been placed under arrest. 

The sheep men of Apache county re- 
cently met at St. Johns and organized 
the Apache County Sheep Association. 
A general meeting will be held on Tues- 
day, November 15. 

Residents of the Concho neighborhood 
in Apache county have stored home- 
grown apples away by the hundreds of 
bushels.

Hooray for the Single Tax! 

SINGLE TAXER: I am a believer 
in the single tax doctrine. I have been 
bothered so much with assessors and 
tax collectors during the last few years 
that I am anxious to get out of their 
clutches. The assessor comes around 
every spring and insists upon listing 
all of my horses, sets of harness and 
carriages, my watch, diamond pins and 
rings, my piano, furniture and the jew- 
elry of my wife and daughters. Every- 
thing I have must be listed. If land 
alone were taxed my matters would 
be much simplified, for 1 own no real 
estate. 

My -stock.in the S. P. Co. would be 
worth much more than it is if its build- 
ings. machinery, rolling stock, rails, 
ties and road-bed were exempted, and 
onlv the land included in its right-of 
way were taxed. 

If the bank in which I am a stock- 
holder had no taxes to pay my divi- 
dends would be materially increased. 

Only a few of my mortgages bear 
more than 11 per cent. interest, and 
the taxes on them amount to so much 
that a large slice is taken from my 
income and I am obliged to economize 
more than I like. 

I had intended to take my family to 
Europe next spring to remain until 
some time after the Paris exposition, 
but taxes have eaten into my income 
to such an extent that I must put off 
going until 1900, and can then hardly 
afford to remain longer than one year. 
It will cut short the advantages which 
I had hoped to give my daughters 
which is a cause of serious regret to 
me, 

I understand that Mr. Maguire is 
an advocate of the single tax, and if 
elected to the office of Governor will 
do what he can to have it adopted in 
this State. Its adoption would be 
a great relief to bankers and money 
loaners, and also to owners of railroad 
stocks, costly buildings and all corpo- 
rations and sydicates whose invest- 
ments are not in land.

WEBB EXPENSE ACCOUNT | 


BOARD OF EDUCATION SETTLES 
FOR HIS TRIP EAST. 


Superintendent Foshay’s Report 
Shows That the Over-crowded 
Condition of Schools Hampers 
Successful Work—Routine Busi- 
ness Transftcted. 


Walter L Webb, the disgraced mem- 
ber of the Board of Education, after 
a year’s delay has at last been allowed 
$150 as expenses for his junketing trip 
to the National Educational Associa- 
tion. The Board of Education disposed 
of the vexed problem last evening. 

Webb turned in a bill for expenses 
amounting to $500, and got a warrant 
for that amount cashed at the LBroad- 
way Bank. Subsequently it was learned 
that there were many items in the bill 
which should not have been charged 
for, and ihe Board of Education refused 
to pay the claim. In one instance there 
was railroad fare charged for a trip 
from New York to Washington, which 
was not taken in the interests of the 
Board of Education, and another 
charge was made for railroad fare 


when free transportation was fur- 
nished. 
G. I. Cochran appeared before the 


board in the interest of the institu- 
tion that cashed Webb’s warrant. He 
stated that the bank was ready to 
settle the claim on a compromise 
basis. He was asked to state the 
amount for which he was willing to 
settle, and replied that a compromise 
could be effected for $250. Mr. Conrey 
thought that this was too much to 
pay, and believed if Webb had pre- 
sented a legitimate account it would 
not have amounted to over $159. He 
said Superintendent Foshay had taken 
the trip at the same time, and, al- 
though his expenses must have been 
as heavy as Webb's his bill had 
amounted to only $150. Mr. Poor con- 
sidered Webb’s expense account an 
exitraordinary one, and thought he 
ought to be prosecuted for his ras- 
cality, but since the bank was an in- 
nocent party to the transaction he did 
not feel that it should be held abso- 
lutely responsible. The question was 
discussed ait some length by other 
members, and a vote was then taken 
on Mr. Conrey’s motion to settle with 
the bank for $150, which was unani- 
mously carried. 

A request was read from Gertrude B. 
Parsons, supervisor of music in the 
city schools, asking to be relieved of 
the work of making mimeograph cop- 
ies of music to be used by the teach- 
ers. She states that the labor used 
takes time which could be more profiit- 
ably spent at other work, and that 
the copying could be done for $3 or $4 
per month. On motion of Mr. Conrey a 
resolution was passed allowing Mrs. 
Parsons to employ the necessary copy- 
ing at an expense of not more than 
$4 per month. 

Mrs. Massey was appointed janitress 
of the Hostetter-street school, at a 
salary of $10 per month. 

The rule regulating the salaries of 
High School teachers, which has al- 
lowed a slight addition of pay for 
experience in High School work, was 
modified so as to apply to teachers 
having had experience in the standard 
colleges and universities of the coun- 
try. There are two teachers at the 
High School, one from Vassar and the 
other from the State University of 
Nebraska, who have nat been receiving 
the extra amount of $5 per month, and 
it was in their behalf that the ques- 
tion was raised. 

Superintendent Foshay presented his 
monthly report, which shows a great 
increase in the school atittendance over 
last year. He stated that the over- 
crowded condition of the schools is 
acting as a serious obstacle to the 
successful work of the system. The re- 
port shows that there is now a total 
number of 17,996 students enrolled in 
the public schools of the city, which 
is a gain over the same month of last 
year of 1644. 

The Finance Committee reported bills 
for the month of October aggregating 
$2703.30, together with the salaries of 
officers and janitors. With the excep- 
tion of a bill of $266 due the L. W. 

tlinn Lumber Company for wood used 

y the Sloyd department, the accounts 
were audited and ordered paid. The 
account mentioned was referred back 
to the Finance Committee for inves- 
tigation. 

A report from the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings making recommen- 
datfons fox slight improvements on 
several school properties was read and 
accepted. 

Superintendent Foshay reported Rav- 
ing collected $137.50 tuition from the 
various districts. 

It was decided to turn over the con- 
tributions ta the poor which the 
school children are accustomed to 
make at Thanksgiving time to the cus- 
tody of Capt. Frazier, of the Good 
Samaritan Mission. Mr. Poor said 
this had been done last vear, and had 
resulted very satisfactorily. 


TRIED THES GAS CURE. 


Dan Hicks’s Desperate Remedy for 
the Drink Habit.

Hicks would be dead by this time 
sure enough, had not H. Malinow, the 
sexton of the synagogue, who lives in 
a house adjoining, meeded the janitor 
and wone in search of him. About 2 
o'clock he went to Hicks’s room in the 
tower, where he found on a table a note 
from Hicks, addressed to him, and 
stating that he had resolved to com- 
mit suicide on account of his uncon- 
querable appetite for strong drink. 

Finding the door of the study-room 
securely locked, Malinow concluded 
that there was where Hicks had taken 
refuge in order to carry out his des- 
perate resolve. Being unable to open 
the door or gain ingress in any other 
manner, Malinew telephoned to the Po- 
lice’ Station for aid. 

Officer Richardson forced his en- 
trance into the room by means of a 
ladder, which he raised to one of the 
windows. He found the room full of 
gas and Hicks lying unconscious on a 
couch, 

The officer, at the risk of being suf- 
focated himself by the escaping gas, 
climbed through the window and un- 
locked the door. Then he dragged 
Hicks out into the hall, where efforts 
were made to revive him. . Seeing that 
he was too far gone to be resuscitated 
by ordinary means, the patient was 
lifted into the patrol wagon and hur- 
ried to the Receiving Hospital, where 
Dr. Hagan soon revived him. He will 
recover. 

Hicks is a Canadian, about 65 years 
old and unmarried. He has been em- 
ployed as janitor of the synagogue for 
about two years. 

While in the Receiving Hospital last 
night Hicks made two attempts to 
choke himself, once with a towel and 
cnee with a sheet. An attendant was 
almost constantly at ‘his bedside, but 
if left alone for a minute he would 
attempt self-destruction. 

When asked by a reporter what he 
wanted to die for, he said he was 
ashamed of himself, and said he would 
yet succeed in his purpose. em 

He will be sent to the County Hos- 


| pital this morning.

EXPECTED VILLIANY. 

For a time dating back of the nom- 
{nation of R. J. Waters for Congress- 
man from the Sixth District, there 
have been rumors that an attack 
would be made upon him in connec- 
tion with the mismanagement of the 
Bear Valley Irrigation Company, and 
it is known that many inquiries by 
Democratic workers among those who 
are familiar with the wrecking of the 
Bear Valley Company, have led to 
praise instead of the condemnation 
of Mr. Waters, which they sought. 
Before that gentleman's nomination, 
the work of the back-biters who were 
slandering Mr. Waters, prompted THE 
Toves to investigate the matter, not 
through suspicion of Mr. Waters 
character, but to ascertain if the facts 
were such that they could even be 
construed to cast odium upon that 
gentleman. As a result of the in- 
vestigation, this paper found that his 
whole connection with the Bear Val- 
ley Company was such as to cast 
honor upon him. 

But, in spite of the fact that Mr. 
Waters’ whole record is conspicuously 
clean, the San Francisco Examiner of 
last Friday contained an editorial on 
“)'ne Congressional Fight,” in which 


the following language was applied 
to Mr. Waters: 
“He is a man of § considerable 


wealth. In‘ connection with the ac- 
cumulation of his money there is an 
interesting story. When he came to 
Reaiands in 1888, he was a poor man. 
Shortly after that the Bear Valley Ir- 
rigation Company was organized. 
Some successful real estate deals en- 
abled him to buy at a very small 
figure some of the stock of the com- 
pany. The stock was watered, and 
the surplus was used as the capital 
for the organization of the Redlands 
Orange Grove and Water Company. 
By a similar process, the Alessandro 
Improvement Company was capital- 
ized. In this way, half a dozen 
paper companies were formed, each 
based upon the watered stock of its 
predecessor in the series. As a result 
of these transactions, he possessed a 
large amount of stock in the various 
companies. The time had come to 
unload, and the eastern friends of 
‘Dirty Mouth’ Waters were made the 
wictims. The crash was inevitable. 
The company went into the hands of 
receivers. The eastern friends were 
ruined; Waters was enriched. Shal] 
such a man be elected to represent 
the State of California in Congress?’ 

A more damnable perversion of con- 
spicuous truths was never made than 
by the words quoted. The truth uf 
Mr. Waters’ connection with the 
Bear Valley Company, as known by 
every person at all familiar with the 
facts, is as follows: 

R. J. Waters was a prosperous law- 
yer and business man in Chicago up 
to 1888. Then there was organized 
the “Chicago Colony,” composed of 
e@bout fifty citizens of that city, who 
desired to come to California. Mr. 
Waters was chosen by the members 
of the colony as one in whose judg- 
ment and honor they placed entire 
confidence, and he was sent to this 
State to select land on which the 
members of the colony should in time 
reside. After looking over Southern 
California, he selected a tract in East 
Redlands, where most of the members 
eventually removed, and still reside. 
Judson & Brown, the founders of 
Redlands, seeing in Mr. Waters a 
wae of character and ability, per- 

ed him to remain in Redlands as 
their confidential adviser and attor- 
ey, in which capacity he came to oc- 
cupy a novel position, being consulted 
by people of every station in regard 
fo all their personal affairs. It is 
Goubtful if any man ever held a more 
intimate relationship with the people 
of any community than did R. J. 
Waters with the people of Redlands, 
up to the time of his removal to this 
city. 

‘ane building of the Bear Valley dam 
was @ great event at Redlands, and 
im this matter F. E. Brown, of the 
firm of.Judson & Brown, was the 
ebief promotor, Mr. Waters acting us 
his adviser, though never holding but 
®& nominal interest in the Bear Valley 
Company or any of its related cor- 
porations. From time to time he in- 
vested in Redlands land but never be- 
yond a nominal! interest in any cor- 
poration. 

Brown is characteristic 
promoter, in that he can always see 


j than the task in hand. 


A man of 
impulse, tenacity, originality, he had 
no sooner placed the water of Bear 
Valley on Redlands land, than he be- 
gan to reach out for greater con- 
quests. He associated with him a 
number of eastern capitalists, bought 
@ large tract of land on the San 
Jacinto plains, projected the towns of 
Alessandro and Moreno, and set out 
upon the task of conducting water 
from the Bear Valley reservoir to 
those paper towns. At this time he 
associated with him Charles 
Greene, a professional promoter, as 
agent for the sale of stock in the East 
and in Europe. The campaign of in- 
flation was on. The stock of the com- 
pany, representing a paid-up value of 
$42 per share, was called in, and a 
double quantity issued. This was in 
time called in, and $3 of face value 
in stock was issued for $1 of the sec- 
ond issue, leaving the stock with a 
paid-up value of $7 per share. 

But, notwithstanding this outward 
appearance of prosperity, the man- 
agers of the company were driven 10 
desperate straits by the fact that the 
floating indebtedness of the company 
had mounted up to a half million dol- 
lars. Then it was that they came to 
Mr. Waters and besought him to 
rescue the company from its desperate 
position. While he had put a trifling 
interest in the company, and while 
the company had plunged into reck- 
lessness in opposition to his advice, 
still his property was under the Bear 
Valley system and he had long hed 
coufidential relationship with the 
principal promoters of the company. 
These considorations were _ sufficient 
to induce him to lay hold of the com. 
pany’s affairs to rescue them. So 
confused were the affairs of the com- 
pany ..at it took ninety days to ascer- 
tain the amount of the indebtedness, 
and yet, despite all the obstacles, 
within less than a year the Bear Val- 
ley Company had paid off every dol- 
lar of its floating indebtednees. 

At this time came the amazing an- 
nouncement that Charles E. Greene 
was selling the company’s stock in 
Europe for $160, on a guarantee of 15 
per cent. annual dividends. The idea 
of paying $15 dividends per year on 
an investment of $7, seemed to Mr. 
Waters to be the height of absurdity, 
and he gave to his associates the 
alternative of choosing between sus- 
taining Mr. Greene or allowing him- 
self to drop from the company. ‘The 
stockholders were dazzled by the 
achievements of Mr. Greene, and R&R. 
J. Waters stepped out of the Bear 
Valley Company with a record for 
honesty and business sagacity, whicti 
have been often illustrated by the 
calamities which have beset the com- 
pany as a result of its gross misman- 
agement, against which Mr. Waters 
persistently raised his voice, though 
in vain. And that is the whole story. 


THE RAILROADS AND THE CANAL. 

It appears that the attack upon the 
Nicaragua Canal project by Joseph 
Nimmo, to which reference was made 
in Tup Times a féw days ago, is likely 
to prove abortive, as far as Mr. 
Nimmo is concerned, for the reason 
that he is said to be known as a hired 
agent of the transcontinental rail- 
roads, and that proof of this will be 
forthcoming, in due time. 

It is encouraging to learn that, ac- 
cording to Tue special corre- 
spondent at Washington, the Presi- 
dent will take a firm stand in His 
annual message, on the subject of the 
canal. Such a course as this will be 
approved by all patriotic Americans, 
and will aid much to strengthen the 
administration among the people. 

The railroads are playing a risky 
game, in opposing the carrying out 
of this great national enterprise. They 
are not only displaying their selfish- 
ness, but a lack of patriotism, with 
which the people of the United States 
are not likely to have much patience. 
The celebrated voyage of the Oregon 
has shown the people of this country 
the great need of the Nicaragua 
Canal, as a means -of national de- 
fense. Had it not been that Spain 
was powerless on the Pacific Ocean, 
the lack of a canal might have cost 
this country dear in men and money. 
This fact is well understood by the 
great mass of the American people, 
and the railroad companies, which 
have gained wealth under the foster- 
ing care of the nation, would do well 
not to push their selfish opposition 
to the canal too far, or they may 
awake one day to find the ranks of 
those who term the railroads “dan-

citizens who can, by no possible con?

CALIFORNIA WINES. 

A report by the United States Con- 
sul at Liege, Belgium, shows that 
California wines are beginning to be 
appreciated in Europe, and gives some 
suggestions which might well be 
heeded by those who are endeavoring 
to bring about an extended use of 
these wholesome light beverages in 
the United States. - 

The American Consul presents 
some official statements relative to 
the consumption of alcohol in  Bel- 
sium, and the means employed to 
combat the alcohol habit. According 
to the number of inhabitants, Belgium 
is reported to consume more alcohol 
than any other country. Seventy-five 
million liters, (19,813,125 gallons) are 
used annually as a beverage, which is 
twelve liters, (12.88 quarts) per an- 
num per person. The population of 
Belgium has increased since 1870 by 
24 per cent.; the consumption of al- 
cohol has augmented by 54 per cent. 

Strenuous efforts in various ways 
are made by public and private au- 
thorities to combat the ever-increas- 
ing alcohol habit among the Belgian 
working classes. One plan presents 
the possible means of introducing 
California cheap, pure, and wholesome 
wines into that country. A Belgian 
manufacturing syndicate, which em- 
ploys over 10,000 men, who receive in 
wages $2,000,000 every year, found it 
necessary to make some effort to 
ameliorate the condition of its work- 
ingmen, who had become demoralized 
by the use of spirits. This firm has 
been importing light wines from Italy 
and Spain, and selling them to the 
employés at cost. The effect has 
been found highly beneficial. 

In this there is a useful suggestion 
to California wine-growers, as well as 
to friends of temperance. If the light 
unadulterated wines of this State 
were brought into more general use, 
in the place of fiery spirits, the result 
would not only be highly advantageous 
to an important California industry, 
but would alsv, undoubtedly, diminish 
the evils which arise {rom over-in- 
dylgence in liquors containing a 
large percentage of alcohol. 

One of the first steps in this direc- 
tion should be the more general in- 
troduction of pure California wines 
to the public, at a reasouable price. 
It is absurd that 10 cents should be 
charged for a small glass of Califor- 
nia white wine or claret, which can 
be purchased for 25 cents a gallon by 
the barrel. The vineyard'sts of Cal- 
ifornia, with advantage to themsolves 
and the public, should do something 
to popularize this important State 
product. It is not to be expected 
that outsiders will have a very high 
opinion of our native wines, so long 
as we fail to appreciate them cur- 
selves. 


Our esteemed contemporary. the 
Novoe Vremya of St. Petersbu:g. 
charges the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
with making “a violent attack upon 
the French government,” and says 
that he failed “to bear in mind that 
France has in Russia an ally resolved 
to support her in the Fashoda ques- 
tion, in view of the full solidarity of 
their interests.”” This is all right, so 
far as it goes. But our highly es- 
teemed contemporary, the Novue 
Vremya, should not forget’ to remem- 
ber that in case of a general ruction, 
Great Britain will not be entirely 
without friends among the nations uf 
the earth, and possibly not without 
active allies, should the exigencies of 
the occasion require their assistance. 


Talking about preparedness, the 
British navy has been on a war footing 
for a year past, and is ready for any 
emergency. Nine battleships and eleven 
fast cruisers are lying in the Mediter- 
ranean, while the British channe! 
squadron, which was lying off the 
coast of Spain when last reported, con- 
sists of eight battlehips and five 
cruisers, constituting the most power- 
ful fleet of warships afloat on any 
water. Waterloo will be no circum- 
stance to the surprise which awaits 
the French navy should it run up 
against the combination which our 
great and good friend, J. Bull, has in 
reserve for just such emergencies. 


Dear old Uncle Horace Boies has 
been heard from again.

One of the means necessary to this 
end is the establishment of first-class 
stafions. 


If anyone supposed Susan B. An- 
thony and Rev. Anna Shaw had sub- 
sided permanently, he will be greatly 
disappointed when he reads the news 
from Omaha this morning. Susan 
and Anna are not of the class cf 
women who go into voluntary ob- 
livion. 


To judge from the latest report, it 
appears probable that Los Angeles 
will soon have not only one, but two 
more railroads between this city and 
Salt Lake. The more the merrier. As 
Tne Times has remarked on several 
occasions, the opening of a railroad 
between this city and Salt Lake will 
be followed by an increase of de- 


velopment something like that which 


attended the entrance of the Santa Fé | 


system to Los Angeles thirteen years 
ago—only more so. 


The last detachment of Spanish 
troops sailed from Porto Rico yester- 
day, and the island is now entirely 
under control of the United States. 
The Porto Ricans are a great deal 
luckier than the Cubans and the 
Filipinos. But perhaps the g0od luck 
of these unhappy people will come a 
little later on, when they, too, may 
find themselves under the protecting 
folds of the starry banner. ? 


It is announced that the Hawaiian 
Commission, in its forthcoming re- 
port, will recommend that steps be 
taken at once for the laying of a sub- 
marine cable between San Francisco 
and Honolulu. This will undoubtedly 
meet with the approval of the Amer- 
ican people. Electrical communica- 
tion ought to be established between 
these two American cities without un- 
necessary delay.

THE BURBANK: 
or may not be said concerning the art 


of Nance O’Neil, there is only one 
thing to be said about her power. -It 
is stupendous. Many call it genius; 
others insist that it is merely tempera- 
ment bestowed in a most unusal de- 
gree. Whatever it is, it snatches the 
breath away like the rush of a hurri- 
cane. Some day Nance O'Neil may be 
a great artist: now she is the incar- 
nation of untamed womanhood. She 
is elemental. Gusts of passion shake 
her as a strong young sapling is 
Shaken in the storm. She strides fear- 
lessly through all the cafions of art; 
tramples down all dramatic traditions; 
ignores all the subtleties of delicate 
light and shade;—but she compels at- 
tention. At times it is easy to watch 
her without approval of her method of 
expression: it is impossible to watch 
her without being thrilled by the emo- 
tion she expresses. When she shrieks 
herself hoarse in a whilwind of rage, 
it is untempered melodrama; but it is 
real passion broken out of all restraint, 
not mere artificial raving to produce a 
lurid effect. 

“The Jewess’’ gives abundant oppor- 
tunity to the rugged strength of Nance 
O’ Neil. Cast in heroic mold, she is a 
woman who might have danced in the 
triumphal pageant led by Miriam the 
sister of Moses, or borne aloft the head 
ol’ Holofernes. Dawthter of a crushed 
and despised race, the rich, tropic na- 
ture of Leah flames up in a mighty 
love for one who is cf the creed of her 
oppressors. Her wild defiance of the 
threatening mob, which she faces with 
the mien of a lioness at bay, melts 
into unfathomable depths of tenderness 
when she meet her lcver in the for- 
est. Then, after he has cast her off, 
comes the maddened anguish of appeal 
v-hich breaks down the pride that is 
her only armor against the world. Af- 
ter this is the blackness ot' despair, and 
then the cyclone of frenzied hatred in 
which she calls upon the God of her 
fathers to curse him and al that he 
helds dear. Last of all. the pitiful 
hunger of mother-love which grips her 
at the sight of his child, and draws the 
‘ron from her tortured soul, has in it 
much of the sub"ime. The nlay is a 
melodrama; the lines are often glaring 
rant. but the nassicn of Nance O'Neil 


is furdamenta!, It dwarfs all the 
erudities, and gocs straight to the 
heart. 

Herbert C--- as Joseph, is not 
dwerfed by Nance O'Neil. That is a 


good: deal to say of any leading man 
asSociated with her, both in the mat- 
ter of ferce and physique. He has 
something of the same rveged strength 
that characterizes Miss O'Neil, and his 
conception of the part of Joseph made 
it in evety way harmonious with that 
of Teah. H. A. Weaver, as Father 
Lorenz, did some of the most genuinely 
artistic work in the play, especially in 
the scene where he commissions Nathan 
to bribe the Jewess to go away. The 
part of Nathan. the apostate Jew, was 
played by McKee Rankin with his 
usual force, but’ Mr. Rankin’'s best 
work will come in other plays. 

Miss Gertrude Foster has_ improved 
very much fn the last year, and in the 
part of Lena she was charming. To 
make the character of this goody-goody 
little wax doll at all attractive is an 
achievement that requires a good deal 
of tact. and Miss Foster rose to the 
occasion very satisfactorily. Miss 
Ricca Allen played very acceptably 
the brief part of Rachel. the Jewish 
outcast, Mrs. H. McVicker appeared 
as the hostess of the village inn, and 
Miss Grace Pierce, as an old crone 
found it rather hard to assume the 
Shakiness of decrepitude. The other 
parts in the large cast were reasonably 
well filled. Tonight, and at tomorrow’s 
matinée, “Camille” will be put on.

The wheelman who undertakes to 
ride along Broadway between Fourth 
and Sixth streets about 5 o’clock in 
the evening, or at any other busy time 
of the day, without first taking out 
an accident policy, is guilty of gross 
neglect of the interests of his heirs. 


D. J. Griffith, who is under arrest on 
a charge of passing a forged check, 
has discovered a line of defense which 
is new in this part of the country. His 
excuse, that he has been in a trance as 
the result of a long debauch, ought to 
condemn him for disorderly conduct, as 
well as for the crimes he committed 
while in the “trance.” 


The grape-growers of Sonoma county 
have met with a serious misfortune. 
Early in the season they were offered 
$10 and $12 a ton for their grapes, and 
promptly contracted to sell them at 
those prices. The grapes were deliv- 
ered, but the money for them was not. 
The purchasers have failed, and cannot 
pay more than 10 cents on the dollar. 
The grape-growers of the county lose 
about $13,000. 


Every Californian who returns from 
the East nowadays tells of the pros- 
pect of an unusual number of tourists 
coming here this season, and many of 
them are coming with a view of invest- 
ing and making their future homes 
here. All of which goes to show that 
the people of the East are fast coming 
to have a better appreciation not only 
of our climate, but of our industrial 
and commercial resources. 


The Anaheim Plain Dealer carries 
business into politics and suggests that 
if Mr. Needham is elected to Congress 
the walnut-growers should ask him to 
introduce a bill making it a criminal 
offense to sulphur walnuts for the 
market. There is no doubt that the 
walnuts would be better if not. sul- 
phured, but it is doubtful whether the 
market for them would be as good, 
and the market is what the growers 
most desire. 


FIRING IN TWO BANKS. 


Gun Discharged in One—Employee 
in the Other. 

The accidental discharge of a shotgun 
in the private office of President Hub- 
bell of the National Bank of California, 
yesterday morning, created a mild sen- 
sation. A visitor to the bank asked to 
see Mr. Hubbell, but as that gentle- 
man had not yet arrived, the visitor 
was invited to take a seat in the presi- 
dent’s private office. Part o? the fur- 
niture of this room was a shotgun of 
the latest pattern. This aroused the 
visitor’s curiosity, and he picked up the 
weapon to examine it. He managed to 
discharge it, inadvertently, the load 
fortunately going through the floor in- 
stead of the man’s head, or the body 
of some of the employés or customers 
of the bank. After recovering from his 
fright, and assuring himself that no 
great harm had been done, the visitor 
concluded that he would not wait for 
Mr. Hubbell. 

A good many people in the neigh- 
borhood of Second and Spring streets 
heard the shot, and the report soon 
spread that the shooting had occ#rred 
in the Los Angeles National Bank at 
the corner of First and Spring streets. 
This is the bank where Fred C. Howes 
was lately employed as teller, and the 
town gossips at once had it that Brad- 
ner W. Lee had gone there and shot 
Howes, or that Howes, filled with re- 
morse over his conduct in connection 
with the late scandal, had blown out 
his brains, as the easiest way out of an 
ugly predicament. 

These idle rumors were quickly dis- 
proved, however. The only report that 
emanated from the Los Angeles Bank 

esterday was the report of the “‘fir- 


ng,” or to put it litely, of the ac- 
omy of the resignation of Fred C. 
owes 


After the disclosures made since the 
lose of banking hours last Saturday, 
he officers of the Los Angeles National 

Bank decided that they could not re- 
tain Fred C. Howes in the bank’s em- 
ploy. He received an intimation to that 
effect on Sunday, and when he pre- 
sented himself at the bank yesterday 
morning it was for the simple purpose 
of tendering his resignation, and not 
with the intention of resuming business 
at the old stand. 

Before the bank opened for the day. 
as early as 8:30 o'clock in fact, the di- 
rectors went into executive session and 
accepted Howe's resignation, as teller,

ASHAMED TO BE ALIVE. 


J. W. BAILEY ATTEMPTS SUICIDE 
IN THB COUNTY JAIL, 


The Alleged Would-be Despoiler of 
Little Elsie Pratt Horribly 
Gashes His Throat, Breast and 
Wrist, but Fails to Kill Himself. 


Desperate with remorse, or driven 
mad by an unjust accusation, J. W. 
Bailey made a grewsome attempt to 
commit suicide in the County Jail Sun- 
day night. 

Bailey is the old man who is charged 
with attempting to outrage Elsie Pratt, 
& seven-year-old child, in Westlake 
Park, on the night of October 15. His 
preliminary examination was tu have 
taken place in Justice Young’s court 
yesterday, but Bailey, by his own rash 
act. made it impossible for himself to 
appear. Only the lack of possessing 
efficient means of self-destruction, pre- 
vented him from facing the Judge of 
all men. 

The unhappy prisoner says it was 
the shame of being unjustly accused of 
a heinous crime, and not remorse that 
impelled him to try to kifi himself. 
Even if acquitted of the charge, the 
stigma would still cling to him, he ar- 
gued, hence life would be robbed of 
all its sweetness, and there would be 
no happiness for him except in death. 

How Bailey came in possession of the 
rusty old penknife with which he at- 
tempted the rash act, is not known. He 
was carefully searched when placed in 
prison and everything with which he 
might harm himself or others was taken 
from him. Yet by some means he. be- 
came possess of an old wobbly- 
bladed pocket knife with which he 
gashed his.throat from ear to ear dur- 
ing the night. The weapon was such a 
frail one that Bailey had to wrap the 
handle with a strong thread in order to 
keep the blade in its socket. 

The pointed blade, about two and 
one-half inches long, was very dull and 
rusty, and owing to its insecure fasten- 
ing. was a difficult weapon to manage 
with satisfactory results, when the cut- 
ting of so tough a neck as Bailey’s was 
the purpose for which it was used. 
Nevertheless Bailey persevered with a 
nerve worthy of a better cause. 

It must have been about midnight 
when old Bailey, lying in his bunk in a 
cell in the County Jail, began hacking 
at his neck. Beginning at a point un- 
der the right ear he sawed away by 
slow degrees until he Nad made a gash 
clear across the front of his larynx, 
ending under the left ear. The blade 
was too short and dull, however, to 
reach a vital spot. The jugular vein 
was not severed, and although the un- 
happy man shed a great quantity of 
blood, he still lives. 

Finding to attain the 


desired en by mangling his 
neck, Bailey plunged the dull 
knife again and again into his 


breast, but here, too, his efforts proved 
unawailing. Next he tried to sever an 
artery in his left wrist, but he was too 
weak by this time to do himselIl much 
injury. 

Not till dawn was Bailey’s condi- 
tion discovered. His sufferings by that 
time were so intense that he could not 
further refrain from giving utterance 
to his agony. Calling to his celimate, 
Jake Peyton, a negro awaiting trial for 
larceny, Bailey informed him  feebly 
that he was very ill. Peyton slept in 
the bunk above Bailey, and on coming 
down to see what’ was wrong with his 
fellow-prisoner, he was horrified at see- 
ing the pools of clotted blood that had 
collected on the floor, Peyton called 
lustily for the night turnkey, Deputy 
Sheriff Manahan, who promptly notified 
Jailer White. 

The wounded prisoner was removed 
to the hospital ward as speedily as 
possible and Dr. L. M. Smith of the 
County Hospital was summoned. He 
pronounced the wounds not necessarily 
fatal, and cared for the unhappy 
wretch. 

Bailey during the day expressed re- 
gret that he had attempted the rash 
act, or having attempted it, made a 
failure. He declared to all’ who in- 
quired, that it was shame at having 
such a vile charge brought against him, 
and not the remorse of guilt, that 
caused him to attempt to end his ex- 
istence. 

Deputy Constable Martin, unaware 
of the tragedy that had taken place 
during the night, went to the jail when 
Justice Young’s court convened for the 
day. in order to conduct the prisoner 
before the bar for examination. When 
the facts were reported to the court, 
the hearing was postponed indefinitely. 

R. A. Ling, Esq., counsel for the 
prisoner, upbraided Bailey for attempt- 
ing to get out of the scrape in such a 
tragic manner. He declared that there 
was not the least danger of his being 
held to answer upon such evidence as 
the prosecution had to offer. ° 

Should Bailey escape prosecution for 
attempted rape, he will still have to 
answer for battery, as he assaulted 
Park Policeman Wilson when the lat- 
ter caught him in the alleged act of 
tampering with the little Pratt girl. 


FUNERAL OF HARRY DAVIS. 


It Will Be Held Tomorrow After- 
noon at 2 O’Clock. 


The funeral services over the remains 
of the late Ha@rry Davis, the Southern 
Pacific engineer who was killed in the 
railroad wreck on Sunday near the 
Camulos ranch on the Santa Barbara 
line, will be held tomorrow afternoon 
at 2 o'clock at the undertaking parlors 
of Bresee Bros. The friends af de- 
ceased who wish to view the remains 
may do so tomorrow forenoon at the 
family residence, No. 109 West Ann 
street, where a surviving brother and 
sister and an aunt of deceased reside. 
The brothers Harvey Davis, is a police 
officer and the Bister, Miss Helen Davis, 
is a teacher in the Los Angeles High 
School.

First Mecting of the City Council 
for Two Weeks—Many Matters of 
Importance Disposed Of.

A Demand Made Upon the Super- 
visors That They Print More 
Registers—A Representative 
to Go to 


The regular meeting of the City 
Councii yesterday was the first that 
body has held in two weeks and there 
Was naturally an accumulation of busi- 
ness. Frobably the most important 
matter disposed of was the application 
for an extension of the franchise for the 
ceilways on San Pedro, Ninth and 
Mateo streets and Brooklyn avenue. 
The owners of these franchises wanted 
another year in which to complete the 
lines, but the Cougcil would only allow 
them six months. 

The purchase of a tract of land in the 
district bounded by Jefferson street, 
Central avenue, Slauson avenue and 
Main street, for park purposes has been 
ordered. The City Clerk will adver- 
tise for bids for the land. It will be 
paid for out of the money received from 
the recent bond issue. 

Plans for the four bridges which are 
soon to be built by the city were ap- 
proved by the Council yesterday and 
the work will be commenced as soon 
as the necessary preliminary steps can 
be taken. 

At the request of a committee of 
the Board of Freeholders the City 
Council will so arsange matters that the 
election at which the proposed new 
charter is to be votea on will be 
held at the same time as the general 
municipal election in December. This 
will result in a more general expression 
of opinions as to the charter than could 
be secured if a special election were 
held. at which only the charter was 
voted upon. 

Councilman Baker has secured the 
consent of the Council to the prelimi- 
mary work for the construction of a 
large storm drain on Fremont avenue, 
which will relieve that district of the 
flood of storm water which causes dain- 
age to property during the rainy sea- 


60n. 

The petition for the annexation of 
Garvanza has been referred to the 
Board of Public Works for examina- 
tion as to the qualifications as electors 
ahd the number of signatures. A peti- 
tion for the admission of the University 
precinct into the city is being circulated 
and if possible the two propositions will 
be united so as to save the expense of 
one special election. 

The City Clerk has been directed to 
advertise for bids for a police signal 
system and for fifty new fire alarm 
boxes. 

The Chief of Police has been directed 
to proceed with the catching and im- 
pounding of untaxed dogs, and is given 
full authority over that work. The 
proposition to make the poundkeeper 
the city dogcatcher was not favorably 
considered. 

Complaint has been made directly to 
the City Council that the so-called 
hitching ordinance is not being en- 
forced on Hill street, north of Fifth 
and that there is constant danger of 
an accident on that street. The matter 
has been referred to the Chief of Po- 
lice. 

.The trial of Harry Clark on the 
charge of having murdered Wong fing 
Hay, the Garvanza laundryman, in- 
creases in interest as the evidence mul- 
tiplies. While very many of the cir- 
cumstances testified to point strongly 
to the defendant as the guilty party, 
there are just sufficient lapses and con- 
tradictions to allow an element of un- 
certainty to creep in later when the de- 
fense opens its case. 

Yesterday counsel for the city in the 
water litigation filed two new suits 
against the water corporations, one for 
an accounting, and one for $350,000 
damages. The first is for an accounting 
for the waters diverted from the Los 
Angeles River in excess of the ten 
inches conceded by the contract of 1868. 
The second is for damages sustained by 
the city in consequence of the water 
companies having diverted the river 
water since July, 1896. 

A demand was filed yesterday with 
the Board of S‘upervisors, and referred 
to the District Attorney, which called 
the attention of the board to the law 
which prescribes that ten great regis- 
ters must be supplied to each election 
precinct, as well as ten supplementary 
registers. It was also pointed out that 
the County Clerk has not nearly enough 
great registers on hand to supply this 
need, and the demand was made that 
a sufficient number be ordered printed.

TWO SESSIONS IN ONE. 


THB CITY COUNCIL CLEANS UP TWO 
WEEKS’ BUSINESS. 


Many Important Matters Disposed 
Of — Street-railway Franchises 
Extended—Purchase of Park 
land Ordered—Gurvanza  Peti- 
tion Referred, 


The sessions of the Democratic City 
Convention prevented a session of the 
City Council last week, the Democratic 
mombers of the Council either having 
political axes of their own to grind or 
being engaged in assisting in the oper- 
ation of grinding, having remained 
away from the City Hal! and prevented 
a@ meeting because a quorum could not 
be secured. At the session of the Coun- 
ell yesterday there was the accumu- 
lated work of the past two weeks, and 
the session was devoted to the disposa]) 
of a greater volume of routine business 
than any previous mecting in monthe. 
Tipward of fifty petitions for various 
things were read, and most of them 


Matthews-street ordinance was again 
there’ were aiso two weekly The 


reports from most of the city officers 
who make regular reports. Most of 
these matters were disposed of at the 
morning session. 

The financial reports of those offi- 
cers having control of the city’s funds 
were first taken up. There were two 
reports from the Auditor, two from the 
Treasurer and one from the Tax Col- 
lector. All of them were referred to the 
Finance Committee. These reports 
have been published heretofore. 

THE CHARTER ELECTION. 

A special committee of the board of 
freeholders, consisting of Maj. H. T. 
Lee, M. J. Newmark, Henry O'Mel- 
veny and Albert Crutcher, appeared 
before the Council and requested an 
audience. They were given the privi- 
lege of the floor, and Mr. Newmark ad- 
dressed the Council. He said the com- 
mittee appeared for the purpose of 
presenting: a petition from the board of 
freeholders. Ile then read a petition, 
in which the Council is asked to have 
the election at which the proposed new 
charter is to be voted upon, held on the 
Same day as the general municipal 
clection, Monday, December 5. The pe- 
tition is signed by all the members of 
the board of freeholders who are in 
the city, and it was stated to the Coun- 
cil that all the members were in favor 
of the petition, although all of them 
could not sign it. Continuing, Mr. 
Newmark said it is desired that there 
be as full an expression cf opinion by 
the electors of the city on the matter 
of the charter as can be secured. If a 
special election is called at which the 
charter is to be passed upon, there 
would not be nearly so many votes 
cast as at the general election. In the 
December election, with the interest 
Which is being taken in the several 
contests, there is expected to be a large 
vote polled, and if the proposition of 
accepting or rejecting the charter is 
placed upon the tickets, it will be voted 
upon by most of those who vote for the 
candidates. Another point which Mr. 
Newmark made was that the exnense 
of a special election would be saved if 
the petition was granted, and as this 
would amount to about £800, it was wel) 
worth considering. 

Councilman Nickell meved that it be 
declared the sense of the City Coun- 
cil that the election fer the charter e 
held on the same day as the general 
municipal election, and that the City 
Attorney be directed to prepare and 
present the necessary ordinance. This 
motion was adopted unanimously. The 
ordinance calling the charter election 
for December 5 will be presented at the 
next meeting of the Council. 

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the report of the City 
Engincer were the following ordinances 
with reference to street work, all of 
which were adopted: Final ordinances 
establishing the grade of Jefierson 
street from Vermont avenue to a point 
210 feet east of the west city boun- 
dary; establishing the grade of Mimosa 
street between Sixth and Seventh 
streets; establishing the grade of Wil- 
low street from Mateo street to the 
east line of the Goodwin tract; estab- 
lishing the grade of Dewey avenue be- 
tween Pico and Eleventh streets; es- 
tablishing the grade of Fifty-second 
street between Central and McKinley 
avenues. 

Ordinances of intention for the gra4d- 
ing, ete., of a portion of Boyle avenue. 
for the constfuction of a sewer on 
Fifth street between Fremont avenue 
and Bixel street; to sewer Twentieth 
street from Maple avenue tea point 400 
feet east there of; to grade the alley 
running from Bixel. street to Lucas 
avenue, between Ingraham and Seyv- 
enh streets; to construct a cement 
walk six feet wide and a cement curb 
on Olive street between First and Sec- 


ond streets; to grade, ete., Lerda 
Street between Eleventh amd Pico 


Streets; ito establish the grade of Chan- 
ning street from Ninth street to the 
south line of the Ninth-street exten- 
sion tract; to sewer Breed street hbe- 
tween Sheridan street and Brockivn 
avenue; to sewer Thirtyseventh stree: 
from Wesley avenue to Figueroa 
street and Figueroa street between 
Thirty-fifth and Thirty-seventh streets: 
to grade, etc., Sixth street between Ma- 
teo street and Santa. Fé avenue: 
to establish the grade of Ann street 
from Main street to San Fernando 
street. 

As the City Emginer renorted that 
the protest against the grading of Jef- 
ferson street between McClintock and 
Vermont avenues does not represent a 
majority of the frontage on that street, 
the protest wes denied. 

In the matter of the paint'mg of the 
city bridges, referred to the City Engi- 
neer for the purpase of preparing speci- 
fications for the same, he advised the 
Council to purchase the necessary paint 
and have the same done by day work 
under the direction of an expert. This 
will insure the thorough cleaning and 
scraping of all the iron work, -without 
which the work will not be of any 
value, bes’zes enabling a thorough in- 
spection of every bridge. The matter 
was referred to the Bridge Committee. 

BRIDGE PLANS ADOPTED. 

The City Engineer presented for 
adoption plans and specificaticns for 
the construction of the bridges for 
which the issue of $23,000 in bonds was 
recently issued by the city. There are 
to be four of these bridges, one over 
the river at Ninth street, one over the 
Arrayo Seco at Avenue 26, one over the 
river at the Los Feliz road and one 
over the lake in Hollenheck Park at 
Sixth street. The specifications were 
too voluminous to be read in the Coun- 
cil and Mr. Toll inquired if the esti- 
mate of cost contained in the specifica- 
tions was greater than $23,000. He said 
that amount was all that was avail- 
able for the bridge work and it was 
therefore important that the cost be 
kept within that limit. No ome seemed 
ab'e to answer Mr. Tolls question and 
the City Engineer was sent for. He as- 
sured the Council that the few changes 
that had been made in the plans were 
mere matters of detail and that the 
four bridges will be built for not more 
than $23,000. The plans were then 
adopted without division. Later City 
Engineer Dockweiler presented an 
amendment providing that the con- 
tractor for the new Ninth-street bridge 
shall remewe the present. structure 
there carefully and shall pile the ma- 
terial mear the bridge. The amend- 
ment also clearly states that all old 
material taken from the old bridge 
Shall be the property of the city. The 
amendment) was adopted. 

TO PURCHASE A PARK SITE. 

Mr. Grider moved that the City Clerk 
be directed to advertise for bids for 
land to be used for park purposes, with- 
in the district bounded by Jefferson 
street, Central. avenue, Slauson ave- 
nue. The purchase of a park site in 
this part of the city was provided 
for in the recent issue of bonds by the 
city, $10,000 being secured for that 
purpose by the sale of the bonds. Now 
that the money is available it is de- 
sired that the land be purchased as 
soon as possible, in order that ar- 
rangements may be made for improve 
ment of it, which will be upon a scale 
which will in time make the new park 
almost or quite as attractive as any of 
the other parks. For the amount to be 
expended it is expected that a tract 
of between fifteen and twenty acres 
will be secured. Mr. Grider’s motion 
was adopted. 

The City Clerk reported a large num- 
ber of tax sales which had been the 
result of double assessment. His rec- 
ommendation for the cancellation of 
such tax sales was adopted. The Clerk 
also presented several final erdinances 
for street work, jurisdiction to adopt 
which had been acquired by the Coun- 
cil, elther through the failure of prop- 
erty-owners to protest or through a 
denial of the protests. All of these 
ordinances except that which referred 
to Matthew's street, were passed. At 
the request of Mr. Ashman the

proved. The contract is for two years. 

SECOND WARD STORM WATER. 

For years the question of how to 
dispose of the storm water in the rainy 
season has been a serious one to the 
residents “of certain portions of the 
Second Ward. Various plans have been 
suggested and tried to properly carry 
off the water, but none of them have 
been satisfactory. 

Councilman Baker yesterday intro- 
duced a motion intended to give the 
residents of the district referred to 
relief from the greater part of the 
water. His motion was that the City 
Engineer be directed to prepare plans 
and specifications for the construction 
of a thirty-inch storm drain on Fre- 
mont avenue, from the end of the pres- 
ent drain at Court street, to the north 
line of First street, and to clean and 
repair the present drain, extending 
from Fremont avenue and Temple 
street to Figueroa and California 
streets. 

The construction of this new drain 
and the repair of the old one will 
make it possible to carry off all the 
water in the district drained, except 
such as would accumulate after an un- 
usually heavy rain, and even then the, 
additional water would soon flow off. 

At the request of a number of inter- 
ested property-owners the proceedings 
for the opening of a portion of Wil- 
lard avenue were abandoned without 
prejudice. It was found that the cost 
to the owners of property would be 
more than was anticipated, and the 
matter was dropped for the present. 

Several protests agminst the con- 
firmation of the report of the commis- 
sioners appointed to fix the damages 
and benefits in the propesed opening of 
Hoover street between Washington and 
Bush streets were received. <All of them 
were set for hearing before the Coun- 
cil next Monday at 2 o'clock. 

The Finance Committee and Sewer 
Committee presented theif reports, 
which would have been acted upon last 
week had there been a meeting of the 
Council. Both reports have been pub- 
lished heretofore. They were adopted 
without discussion or division. 

Property-owners on Kingsley street 
between Thirtieth and Jefferson pre- 
sented a petition for the improvement 
of that street by grading, gravelins, 
ete. The matter was referred to the 
Foard of Public Works. 

A vigorous protest was made against 
the continued existence of what the 
neatest styled a “chicken factory,” or 
Palm street. The protestants aver that 
there are continually kept there hupn- 
dreds of chickens, geese and other fowl]. 
which are fed on slop, and that no ef- 
fort is made to keep the place cie?r 
It is declared to be a nuisance, and the 
protestants demanded relief. The mat 
tor was referred to the Health Officer 
for investigation and report, 

The sttention of the -Council was 
ealled to the alleged fact thet the ordi- 
nance regulating the speed of street 
ears was being violated by the Pasa- 
dena and Leos Angeles Electric Rait- 
way Company every time one of its 
ears mrde a trip. A communicatior 
from property-owners aiong the line of 
the road was sent to the Council, and 
in it the statement was made that the 
ears were frequently run at a speed of 
hetween twenty-five and thirty miles 
ner hour. The Counc'l was asked te 
secure an enforcement of the  ordi- 
“ance. The metter was referred to the 
Roerd of Public Works 

Vilshire and other, repre- 
senting the Westlake Improvement and 
Protective Association, presented a pe- 
tition. askirg that a number of im- 
>rovemerts be made at Westlake Park 
Trey desire first that a cement sice-* 
walk be placed around the entire park. ' 
the present sidewalk being only rrave! 
in places. They elso request that the 
nark drives and footpaths be ccvere*? 
with a coating of porphyry suffic’entiy 
thick to prevent the walks and drives 
hecoming muddy in rainy weather. In 
the same petition the improvement of 
Berton boulevard is asked for. The 
netition was referred to the Board of 
Park Commissioners. 

DAMAGES DEMANDED. 

Through Gilbert Overton, the pro- 
prietor of the Breadway department 
store presented a demand to the Coun- 
ceil for $27.60. The claim had been as- 
=srned to Mr. Overton, and is based 
upon damages alleged to hive been sus- 
iained througth the placing of a fire en- 
gire in front of the store. There was 
a fire in that neighborhood several! 
weeks ago, and the No. 8 engine tcok 
water from the hydrant in front of the 
department store. Sparks from the en- 
gine ignited one of the awnings on the 
store and ruined it. The proprietor of 
the place had his loss covered by in- 
surance, but in order to protect them 
he assigned the claim to one of them. 
The matter was referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

GARVANZA ANNEXATION. 


The monster petition filed Saturday, 
askirg the Council to call a special elec- 
tion for the purpose of votirg on the 
matter of annexing Garvanza and other 
territory in the neighborhood of that 
suburb, was taken up the last thing at 
the morning session. In such an im- 
portant matter it is necessary that the 
exact number of signatures be known, 
and also whether all of them are elec- 
tors in order that it can be ascertained 
whether the law requiring the signa- 
tures of at least one-fifth of the elec- 
tors to such petitions has been com- 
plied with. The counting and ccm- 
parison of these names is no easy task 
and it was suggested that the matter 
be referred to a special committee to 
do that work. It was referred to the 
Board of Public Works instead, and 
that body will have the work to do. 

In this connection Mr. Toll called at- 
tention to the fact that the electors of 
the University district had in circula- 
tion a petition similar to that  pre- 
sented by the Garvanza people, and 
that they were preparing to circulate 
it among the electors of the city in or- 
der to secure the necessary number of 
signatures. He suggested that inas- 
much as the matter was dependent 
upon an election, it would be well to 
arrange matters so that the two propo- 
sitions would be voted on together. If 
two separate and distinct petitions are 
filed it would necessitate two elections, 
for the law on the subject is mand-- 
tory, and whenever a petition signed by 
one-fifth of the electors computed on 
the total vote cast at the last general 
city election, is presented, the Council 
must call an election. Mr. Toll sug- 
gested that the people who were circu- 
lating the petition in University be 
requested to include in their description 
of the territory desired to be annexed 
the section described in the Garvanza 
petition. The Council would then be 
able to act upon both propositions at 
once, and one election could be called 
which would cover both annexations. 
He, therefore, moved that it was the 
sense of the Council that the matter be 
covered in one election, if possible, and 
that the persons who are circulating 
the University petition be requested 
to include in it that territory described 
in the Garvanza petition. The motion 
prevailed. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Street-railway Franchises Extended 
Six Months. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion Attorney Lawler appeared before 
the Council in the interests of M. 
Woosich, the sewer contractor. He 
had filed a petition in which it was 
stated that Mr. Woosich had secured 
the contract for sewering portions of 
Ohio street and Lakeshore avenue and 
in the same district was included two 
blocks of sewer to be placed in West 
First street. In bidding for the work 
he had supposed that the usual plan 
of placinig,ysewers on one side of streets 


in which there is a street railway would 
b® followed, but after the contract had 
been signed he discovered that on First 
street there was a cut in the sewer 
district nd the plans called for 4 
sewer between the tracks of the street 
railway. It would therefore be neceSs- 
sary for him to make his excavations 
and haul the e--+» away and then haul 
it back again to fill up the trench or 
else he would have to blockade one of 
the tracks of the railway. There 
would be so much additional expense 
to this that he wanted to throw up 
his contract and have the matter read- 
vertised. Mr. Lawler. explained the 
matter in detail and Assistant City En- 
gineer King was called on to corrobor- 
ate his statements. It was admitted 
that the reason for desiring to be re- 
leased from the contract was that the 
cost was greater than had been antici- 
pated in the bid, and if it was read- 
vertised it would cost the property 
owners much more than under the 
present contract. Mr. Toll objected to 
releasing the contractor if it would 


cause any additional expense 
to the property owners, but 
he stated that there was no 
doubt in his mind that the con- 


tractor had a right to use one of the 
tracks on the street if it was necessary 
for the work. He said if it became o 
matter between inconveniencing the 
street railway company for a _ short 
time and that of making the cost to 
the people greater he’ would choose 
the former. He was of the opinion 
that the contractor could be protected 
by the Council in his blockading of one 
of the tracks, and asked whether 
“cross-overs” could not be used for a 
time. It was then stated that the 
railway company would have to make 
the necessary frogs and switches, and 
that would consume more time that re- 
mained within which the work must 
be commenced. On motion of Mr. Toll 
the petition was denied and the con- 
tractor will be held to his contract. 
Mr. Woosich will now have to make 
his arrangements with the street rail- 
way company for the use of one of the 
tracks in the cut. 

The old matter of the protest of Mrs. 
Fliza Wilson and James Moses against 
the confirmation of the report of the 
commissioners for the opening of ar 
alley from Fourth to Fifth streets be- 
‘ween Broadway and Hill was to have 
been heard as a special order of* busi- 
ness, but it was announced that Judge 
Landt, Mrs. Wilson's attorney, was 
busy in court and could not be present 
ind the request was made that the 
Yearing be postponed for one week. 
Councilman Mathus obiected fo this, 
saying that the matter had been before 
‘he Council so many times that he 
wanted it settled then and there. He 
“urther said that there was nothing 
rew which gould be presented in the 
noatter, and a nostponement would do 
‘ittle good, Mr. Grider, however. 
moved that the hearing be postponed 
*nd the motion prevailed by a vote of 
5 to 3. 

EXTENDED THE FRANCHISE. 
The petitions of the Los Angeles 
tailway Company and of John D. 

Bicknell for an extension of one year 

n which to complete the work on the 
street railways on San _ Pedro street, 
Ninth street, Mateo street and Brock- 
‘yn avenue had been read durins the 
norning session, but eas there were a 
tumber of prcetestants to be heard, Mr. 
Slanchard asked that the consideration 
of the matter be taken up at the after- 
noon session of the Council. The lobby 
was crowded with interested property- 
owners when the petitions were again 
read, and in order to get the matter 
before the Council Mr. Blanchard 
moved that the time be extended three 
months. Mr. Nickell immediately 
moved to amend by making the time 
six months, sayin® that owing to the 
inability of the campanies to secu:e 
material it would impossible for 
them to comnlete the work within 
three months. 


Mr. Toll called attention to the fact. 


cf a rule of the Council that in all 
matters of extending the time of fran- 
chises, the Counei! is required to set 
a day for a hearing of the matter after 
public netice has been given. He made 
the point that under this rule it would 
he impossible to preceed with the two 
petitions unless the presence of so 
many interested citizens would be 
taken as compliance with the rule. It 
was decided to proceed with the hear- 
‘ne. as all the property-owners were 
well represented. Attorney S. C. Hub- 
hell appeared for the people on Brock- 
-yn avenue, and he was opposed to any 
extension. He said he did not believe 
the Los Angeles Railway wanted a line 
on that street, as it would compete 
with théir nresent Boyle Heights line 
on First street, and he did not believe 
it wes the intention of the company to 
build such eae line if it could get out of 
it, and at the same time prevent some 
other ccmpany from building. He 
knew of a company that was ready to 
build the line, and as the !ccal com- 
pary had shown no dispecsition to pro- 
ceed with the work, he favored an an- 
nullment of, the franchise. He had 
‘een to see the officers of the com- 
pany and had received no satisfaction 
from them, being informed that the 
road might be built some day; they did 
not know when. In the present fran- 
chise there is a clause which provides 
that cars must be run over the line at 
intervals of not longer than thirty 
minutes. If this time could be reduced 
to sav fifteen minutes there would be 
no objection to a reasonable extension. 
He asked Assistant City Attorney 
Crutcher whether such an understand- 
ing could not be entered into, and 
when the latter returned his question 
for an enswer, Judge Hubbell admitted 
that such a course would not be legal. 
A three months’ extension was not ob- 
jected to, he said, but the people 
wanted some assurance that the road 
would be built soon. 

Samuel Rees also addressed the 
Council on the subject. He said the ex- 
cuse that it was impossible to secure 
material for the road was not a good 
one, as rails could be secured within 


sixty days if the company really 
wanted them. Several persons took 
issue with this statement, and the 


assertion was made that there was 
such a demand for steel work of all 
kinds that it was difficult for any per- 
son to secure such material as would 
be needed for the road. 

D. A. McGarey stated that the com- 
pany had only secured a title to the 
franchise on October 5, and that there 
had not been time since then to indi- 
cate whether the company was going 
to act in good faith or not. He urged 
the Council to extend the franchise a 
reasonable time, as be believed the 
road would be built and be in operation 
soon. 

Dr. Morrison pointed to the fact that 
if there was no extension the work 
now in progress on the Ninth-street 
line, which will connect with the Ma- 
teo-street road, would be Stopped, and 
the people in that part of the city who 
so much needed a railroad would be 
deprived of its advantages. He was 
only interested in the Ninth-street 
line, and as any action that was taken 
with reference to the Brooklyn-avenue 
line carried the Ninth-street line with 
it, he cautioned the Council against 
anything which would prevent a com- 
pletion of the work now in progress. 
Mr. Grider stated that the company 
hed acted in good faith with regard to 
the San Pedro-street line, and he fa- 
ree giving them a reasonable exten- 
sion. 

President Silver asked Judge Hubbell 
whether if it was shown to him that 
it was a physical impossibility to build 
the Brooklyn-avenue line within three 
months, he would not withdraw his 
objections to an extension for a period 
longer than three months. The attor- 
ney, of course, replied that he would. 
Mr. Blanchard, in whose ward the new 
road is to be built, entered into conver- 
sation with Judge Hubbell, and the 
latter suggested that ‘an extension of 
three months be granted, and at the 
end of that time another similar ex- 
tension of time be considered if work 
had en commenced.- He was then 
reminged that the City Council can

The City Attorney. under instruc- 
tions from the Council, presented the 


following ordinances, all of which were 


adopted under a suspemsicn of the 
rules: Granting special privileges to R. 
F. Van Cleave and assigns to erect 
iwc cabies for pumping oil wells across 
Yale street between Bernard street 
and College street; Nettleton & Killer- 
man to erect five cables across Bernard 
street between Buena Visia street and 
Yale street; A. H. Hedley to erect two 
cables across Yale street between Ber- 
nard and College street; the Rex Oil 
Company and assigns to erect two ca-

The City Attorney reported that Fred 
C. Hoskins hed paid his city taxes for 
1889-90 and hed his receipe therefor. 
By some oversight the records failed 
to show the payment and the property 
had been sold for taxes. He had de- 
manded a cancellaiion of the sale and 
a quit-claim deed from the purhaser, 
but such a deed would ccst $5. As the 
payment of this amoumt was cheaper 
than sueing to quiet tile, the City At- 
torney advised that it he paid. Al- 
though the city was not legally bound 
io pay the money there was a moral 
obligation to pay it and on motion of 
Mr. Mathuss it was crdered paid. 

An ordinance was adopted declaring 
it to be unlawful to hitch horses, mules 
or other animals to street sign posts 
and fixing penalties for its violation. 

The protest against the proposed im- 
provement of Jefferson street between 
McClintock and Vermont avenues hav- 
ing beem denied, the final ordinanc or- 
dering the work was adopted. 

The matter of the drain on the prop- 
erty of W. C. Furrey which caused the 
Council considerable troutde in the 
past was taken up on two petitions 
asking that some effort be made to 
dispose af the storm water there and 
also on the renort of the Board of 
Public Works recommending that a 
pipe be laid, ome-half of the cost of 
which to be borne by the property- 
owners and the other half by the city. 
Maj. Furrey objected to this plan and 
made quite a vigorous verbal protest 
agains? it. On the question of the 
adoption of the report only Messrs. 
Silver and Toll voted against it, their 
reason being that they did not con- 
sider it right to relieve the existing 
conditions by placing the burden :mn 
some other person or persons or by 
simply transfering the mater from one 
section to amother. Both of them ex- 
pressed the opinion that the remedy 
should be permanent and net of such 
a character as was contemplated in 
the report. On motion of Mr. Baker the 
vote by which the report was adopted 
was reconsidered and after much dis- 
cussion the matter was referred to the 
City Attorney. 

A communication was received from 
the Board of Police Commissioners 
asking that the City Clerk be in- 
structed to advertise for bids for the 
police signal system. The recommenda- 
tion was adopted and the advertise- 
ment, according to the specifications 
which accompanied the communication, 
was ordered. 

Similar action was taken with refer- 
ence to the request of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners that the City Clerk ad- 
vertise for fifty new fire-alarm boxes 
and the necessary accessories. 

Mr. Toll moved thar the City Engi- 
neer be directed to establish the grade 
of Twenty-first street between Vermont 
and ‘Budlong avenues. Adopted. 

Mr. Toll moved that the Chief of 
Police be directed to proceed with the 
catching and impounding of all dogs 
running at large, which did not wear a 
license tag, and that the Board of Pub- 
lic Works be instructed to report ad- 
versely upon the proposition to make 
the poundkeeper the city dogcatcher. 
This motion was also adopted. 

Mr. Nickell moved that the Street 
Superintendent be directed to take up 
and relay the cobblestone gutter on 
Downey avenue, between Truman and 
Hellman streets. Adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Nickell, the hy- 
drant at Downey avenue and Hellman 
street was ordered moved sixty feet 
south. 

Mr. Nickell moved that the City En- 
gineer prepare plans, specifications and 
estimate of cost for the construction 
of a storm drain which will carry the 
storm water from North Main street to 
the river. Adopted. 

DISREGARD THE LAW.

Rindge and a number of others, caused 
some discussion of the manner in which 
the so-caled hitching ordinance is be- 
ing enforced or rather the failure to 
enforce it:

On 
Fourth street express, van and other 
teams are left standing far hours and 
no attempt is made to comply with the 
ordinance. It is very dangerous when 
a fire alarm is given, as two lines of 
street cars do their switching there, 
and on Sunday there is almost con- 
stantly a large number of horses left 
standing, making it almost impossible

{AT THE COURT HOUSE , 


A TIGHTENING CHAIN. 


SUSPICFOUS CIRCUMSTANCES MULTI- 
PLY AROUND CLARK, 


Depaty Sheriff Aguirre Tells How 
the First Search for Wong Sing 
Was Made—The Blood-stained 
Exhibits That Have Disappeared. 


As the prosecution draws the chain 
of convicting circumstance around 
Harry Clark—the stripling who is now 
cn trial in Department one on the 
charge of having murdered Wong Sing 
Hay at Joe Hunter's house on May 31— 
it might be expected that. the person 
chiefly concerned would betray some 
signs of inward feeling. But the de- 
fendant yesterday, as on previous days 
of the trial, indicated by neither word 
or action other than a very natural 
and a very sober interest in the pro- 
ceedings. 

As heretofore the defendant was sur- 
rounded by his family and friends, 
while the courtroom was thronged 
ahroughout the day. The testimony 
yesterday, while serving to more fully 
incriminate Clark, also presented cir- 
cumstances which tended to accentuate 
peculiarities and discrepancies here- 
tofore alluded to. For instance, Mrs. 
Gregg, the housekeeper of George Hun- 
ter, was at Joe Hunter's house about 
8 o’clock the morning after the killing 
and did not see any oil stain on the 
kitchen floor, Ags it was stated to be 
about the size of the seat of a chair 
the presumption is that at that early 
hour it was not there, for at about 10 
o’clock, when Mrs. Gregg went over 
again, it was there and noticeable 
enough. But if that large,oil stain 
was not on the floor at 8 o’clack in 
 - morning, the large splash of blood 

ich the oil was used to wash out 
must have been there and clearly per- 
ceptible. This witmess also stated that 
on that morning Clark was wearing a 
white shirt, having small black stripes, 
while Martin Aguirre, the Deputy Sher- 
iff who, with Under Sheriff Clement, 
searched the premises, stated that he 
found a white shirt having small black 
stripes hanging in, Clark’s bedroom. 
Finding upon it a mark of what ap- 
peared to be blood, he hamded the shirt 
over to the Under Sheriff to be used 
in the case. Rather strangely, too, 
that shirt, as well.as the blood-soa 
earth found in the basement of the 
Hunter thouse and the blood-stained 
splinter from the kitchen floor, have 
all disappeared. In the absence of 
chemical and microscopic tests no one 
cam testify that any of the stains were 
made by human blood, or blood of any 
kind for that matter. Altogether the 
trial so far has been like a puzzle from 
which one or twa pieces were missing. 
There is a continuous thread of increas- 
ing probability, but at intervals there 
occurs a hitch. 

The first witness called when: court 
convened was Mrs. Mary A. Gregg, who 
keeps house for George Hunter. She 
testified that the house where she had 
lived =7as 208 steps from the houseof Joe 
Humter. George Hunter’s house, haw- 
ever, was burned down not long ago. 

“On Wednesday morning after the 
killing, at between-8 and. 98 o’clock,”’ 
said witness, “I had to pass Clark’s 
bedroom to get to the kitchen door 
and saw Harry inside. his room, and 
when he saw me he pulled the blind 
down. Upon reaching the door I found 


opened the I as for some 
crackers asid flour and he-told me to 
in. I asked where Joe was and he told 
me for God's sake not to awake him. 
I got what I wanted and then left: I 
did not notice anything unusual about 
the kitchen. . 

“I knew Wong Sing and saw him ev- 
ery week when he came to get the 
laundry. I didn’t see him on the Tues- 
day that he was killed, but I saw the 
wagon about 5 o’clock or after at Joe 
Wheeler’s place. It stood a little dis- 
tance from the house where the China- 
man usually stopped. I had _ seen 
Harry Clark that afternoon about 3 
o'clock when he took a shot at a squir- 
rel, and did not see him again until he 
came up to George Hunter’s house 
about 8 o’clock that same night. Joe 
Hunter was with him. The defendant 
had a bottle of whisky and offered 
George a drink. Harry looked red in 
the face and was perspiring, and sat 
on the bed by the side of George. He 
remained from five to ten minutes. 
Joe . -was the only one that 
did not take a drink. George 
asked Harry why he was perspiring, 
and the defendant said he didn’t think 
the sweater was so hot, Joe went 
away first and Harry then said he 
must go as Joe might lock him out. 
Not until next day, Wednesday, did 
I hear that Wong Si was lost. I 
saw the officers about Joe’s house and 
found out what was the matter. Af- 
¢er the officers left I went over to the 
house, and went through it. It was 
then about 10 o'clock. I .saw a spot 
of coal oil and some dark spots in the 
kitchen. When 1 went to get the crack- 
ers and flour I had not noticed any 
oil on the floor. ‘I'he oil spot was in 
the doorway between the kitchen and 
Harry Clark’s bedroom just inside the 
kitchen. The Coor leading into Har- 
ry’s room appeared to have been 
washel, His hed was tumbled but 
not until the followirg day did I find 
that the sheets’ were missing. The 

lace looked kind of funny. I didn't 
ook under the bed, but ] did go to the 
docr leading under the house and saw 
there was blood upon the sill.” 

Upon cross-examination witness said 
that she-had not seen her husband for 
three or four years, and had lived with 
George Hunter for about two years, 
On the Thursday before the killing a 
widow named Mrs. Alvarado was vis- 
iting at the house. On Wednesday 
morning the witness said she did not 
See Joe Hunter uftil he came to the 
house with the officers. 

“IT was outside in the yard when I 
saw the laundry wagon drive up to 
Joe’s,”” she remarked. “IT don’t re- 
member what I went out for. I didn’t 
step the distance from Joe's to George’s 
house, but at the Coroner’s inquest I 
was asked the distance betwéen the 
houses, and so Mr, Cleghorn stepped 
it. I don’t know where Cleghorn is; 
he used to be a deputy of Joe's. I 
couldn't see Joe’s house from George’s 
kitchen door, but would have to go out 
in the yard about five to ten feet. 
George and Mrs. Alvarado were both 
in the house when I saw the China- 
man’s wagon drive up, but I took little 
notice of it. and didn’t say anything 
about it. I was outside about a min- 
ute, and saw it again when I looked 
through the window in the pantry about 
half an hour or an hour later, and still 
saw the wagon standing. After the 
officers came I heard them saying that 
the Chinaman was killed. Joe didn’t 
gay anything to me about it. There 
was George Hunter, Charlie and Al 
Barrell and others talking. Joe was 
there on horseback, but he didn’t say 
anythine. 

“It was before noon when I went 
over to the house, and perhaps half an 
hour after Harry and Joe had gone 
away in the rig with the officers. It 
was nearer 9 o'clock than 8 when I first 
went over to Joe’s after the crackers 
and flour. In addition to knocking 
three times on the kitchen door, I hol- 
lered once, In one or two minutes 
Harry came to the door." 

Mrs. Gregg stated that when exam- 
ined at the Coroner’s inquest she had 
stated that sho saw Harry pull down 
the bimad, and that she knocked three 
times. Upon-her previous testimony 
being read, it appeared’ that the blind 
episode was not mentioned, . and bar 

tified simply that whe knocked and 


| Harry let her in, no unusual circum- 
stance being mentioned in the latter 
connection beyond that she knocked 
“twice” and Harry came to the screen 
door. At the Coroner’s inquest, also, 
witness stated that Harry was dressed: 
in his usual attire, and that she had 
no conversation with him save regard- 
ing the reference made to Joe Hunter 
being asleep. Mrs. Gregg also conceded 
that she could not swear that it was 
Harry that pulled the window blind 
down, as she passed outside, but she 
averred that some one did so, though 
she did not see the face of the person. 
Regarding the dress Harry wore, the 
witness previously stated that Harry 
wore a white shirt with stripes in it, 
and the contradiction Mrs. Gregg at- 
tempted to explain by saying that 
Harry had changed his sweater for his 
shirt by the time the officers arrived. 

“Could you see into Joe Hunter's 
house from George Hunter's, if they 
were moving. about?” inquired Mr. 
Shinn, 
“If they were cleaning, and the blinds 
were up I could see in.” 

“Did you see any one in Joe Hunter’s 
on the afternoon?” . 
0, 
Then Mr. Shinn read to the witness 
from her testimony before the Coroner 
4 when she had said something entirely 
different. 

The witness was chagrined at being 
badgered with questions calculated to 
entrap her, and said she was no lawyer 
to remember all the questions put to 
her, and the answers she had made. 
That ended Mrs. Grege’s testimony, 
however, and she was retired. 

A. M. McPherron, a deputy county 
clerk having charge of the criminal 
records and exhibits, was put upon the 
witness stand to testify to having re- 
ceived the packages of shot on June 10 
from Mr. Young, clerk of the Town- 
ship Court. 

Cc. L. Logan, deputy county clerk 
and clerk of Department One, next 
testified to having received the same 
packages of shot from Mr. McPherron 
for purposes of the case at bar. 

Deputy District Attorney McComas, 
having traced the shot from the time 
when the Coroner’s inquest was held 
up to the time that they were pro- 
duced in the courtroom, offered the 
packages as exhibits in the case, and 
they were admitted over the objec- 
tions of the defense. 

The next witness summoned was 
John Nealis, who testified that he met 
Joe Hunter in Los Angeles in a rig on 
the Tuesday afternoon when the kill- 
ing was done. He borrowed the rig 
and drove out to Verdugo, where he 
transacted some business, and returned 
to town in the evening. 

John Hunter, a cousin of Joe Hunter, 
residing at Tropico, stated that’ the 
laundry wagon of Wong Sing was 
brought to his father’s home by his 
brother on Tuesday night. Witness 
rode to Garvanza and notified the 
Chinamen that their wagon was at his 
father’s barn. 

When Martin A. Aguirre was called, 
a ripple of excitement ran through the 
courtroom, for he it was who, with Un- 
der Sheriff Clements, first searched Joe 
Hunter’s house after the disappear- 
ance of Wong Sing. After telling how 
he started from town in company with 
Sheriff Clement, the witness told the 
story of the investigation largely in 
narrative form. 

“We stopped first at Al Barrell’s sa- 
loon,” said he, “between one-fourth 
and one-half a mile from Joe Hunt- 
er’s.- Leaving there Joe Hunter and 
Clark wemt with the Under Sheriff 
and myself. After Ciark came [rom 
the inside room I asked him if there 
was anyone at Joe Hunter’s place be- 
sides himself, and he answered that 
there was not. We then drove over 
te Hunter’s house. I sat on the 
seat with Clark, but did not converse 
with him. Arriving at-the house ‘we 
met George Hunter and had several 
conversations With Joe Hunter, and 
others in the presence of the defend- 
ant. The first thing I did was to go 
underneath the house. Crawling in 
IT saw what appeared to be blood about 
six- feet from. the entrance. At about 
ten  feét e I found earth stained 
with blood, and I saw nothing more, 
excepting a nest of eggs. Upon coming 
outside I asked the defendant about the 
blood, and he said that they had killed 
a chickem Clark at that time had on 
dark pants and coat, a white hat and 
the kind of shirt I dont’t remember. 

“Proceeding with the search we went 
into the kitchen. I entered first and 
I noticed there was a spot on the floor 
and satisfied myself it was blood. 
Walking into Clark’s bedroom I pulled 
the clothes down and saw there were 
no sheets. I asked the defendant if 
he didn’t sleep with sheets, and he 
said they had sent them to the wash. 
Hanging up was a white shirt with a 
small black stripe, and on the breast 
was a spot of blood. I sked whose 
shirt it was, and Clark said it was his, 
and that his nose had been bleeding. 
Inquiring about the oil splash on the 
floor Clark said it occurred when he 
filled two lamps. In looking about 
the house I found two lamps, both 
containing very little oil. I didn’t look 
underneath the bed at that 


it I handed it over to Clements, tell- 
ing him he had better keep it, It was 
a soft shirt, with collar attached, white 
in color, and with a small black or 
blue stripe in it. 

“We didn’t put Clark under arrest, 
but when I remarked to him that it 
was funny about the shirt, and the 
chances were that the blood on it was 
not his own, he might have inferred 
that he was, for it was then I drew 
Clements aside and made a sugges- 


vanza. Clark asked how long the 
could detain a man on suspiciom and 
I told him that that depended on cir- 
cumstances, maybe a day, a month or 
six months. 

“Well, what did Clark say?” inquired 
Mr. McComas. 

“I don’t remember. Oh, he was cold- 
blooded, I'll tell you that right now,” 
volunteered the witness. 

Witness then described the opening 
of the trunk at the Garvanza laun- 
dry, and the escape of Clark with the 
rig. 

Upon cross-examination the witness 
stated that he was not present when 
the body of Wong Sing was found, nor 
was he present at the Coroners’ inquest 
or at the preliminary examination, al- 
though at each occasion he was in the 
ci 


ty. 

Not until yesterday morning did he 
expect to be called as a witness and 
until he was served with a subpoena 
he had remained in the courtroom 
listening to the testimony in the case, 

Alluding to the marks witness found 
in three separate places at Joe Iiun- 
ter’s place, Aguirre said he thought 
they they were blood stains, but could 
not swear positively in the absence of 
chemical or microscopical examination. 

“Did you notice any blood stain in- 
side where the oil stain appeared?” 

“No, sir.” 

“There were not dark spots inside the 
coal oil spot?” 

“TI didn’t get down and examine if 
thero was a stain within, but saw a 
stain outside.”’ 

“Now answer my question. If there 
were dark stains inside the coal oil 
stain you didn’t notice it?” 

“TI didn't examine the oil stain. No, 
sir, I didn't.” 

Witness pointed out the location of 
the oll stain on the ground plan of the 
premises. He marked it on the sill of 
the door between the kitchen and 
| Clark's bedroom, and the blood stain 
he had spoken of which was about eight 
or ten inches from the sill of the door, 
and about four or five inches from the 
edge of the oi] stain. Aguirre said the 


stain he took to be a blood stain was 
not as large as a pea, but about the 
size of a pin head; he cut the sliver 
of wood upon which the stain appeared 
and gave it to Clements. He souldn’t 
say that it actually was bicdt. All 
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round the floor were grease and tobacco 
stains. 

“You went under the house in the 
expectation of finding the body, didn’t 
you?” inquired Mr. Shinn. 

“IT went in in the expectation of find- 
ing some clothing or somethiny else 
that would serve as a clew to finding 
the body,’ was the answer. 

“It was dark inside, wasn’t it?” 

“No, sir, light came in from the front 
of the house. It was at the back of the 

, toward the hill, that it was 
dark.” 


“It was a clod of dirt on which you 
found the blood wasn’t it?’ 

“Yes, sir, it was loose earth and had 
formed a crust.” 

“Was it wet?” — 

“No, sir, it was dry.” 

“Do you know if Clements has it, or 
what was done with it?’ 

“Wo, sir, I do not.” 

“In making your underground search 
did you see any tracks as if a body 
had been dragged where you found the 
blood?” 

“No, sir.’ 

“Any knee prints or other tracks?” 

; “Yes, there had been others in be- 
ore. 

“You went so far back that you had 
to crawl on your stomach?” 

“No, sir, I had to bend down flat, but 
I went as far back as I could with- 
out light.” 

“Did. you see any track as far as you 
went?’ 

*‘No, sir.’ 

“Was there any grass back there?” 

“Yes, back toward the chimney there 
were foxtails growing.” 

“And was there any track you could 
see.”’ 

“Well, it was dark there and I 
couldn’t see,.’”’ 

“Why didn't you go further back?” 

“Because there was no light; no one 
had any matches,” 

“Well, couldn’t you have got a light? 
Having found blood, why didn’t you

“I wasn't running the case. Mr. 
Clements: was looking after things.” 

“Now, the body wasn’t there that 
first day, was it.” 

“I don’t know; I believe it was.” 

“Where did you find the eggs you 
mentioned?” 

“A little to the left going in.” 

“Was there any stench?’ 

sir; I didn’t notice any.” 

“Do you remember the date of the: 
killing?” 

“No sir, I 
nor the day. 

“Do you remember the month?” 

“No, sir, I can’t even do that.” 

“Then you are now giving your first 
recollection of what took place, not’ 
having been called before and not ex- 
pecting to have to testify in this case?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

Reverting to the date when the search 
was made; the witness was examined 
regarding the shirt discovered to bear a 
spot of blood on the right breast. It 
appeared as if it had been rubbed and 
was about two inches long. When the 
start was made for Garwanza, Clark 
wore some dark kind of shirt, but wit- 
ness was uncertain as to whether it 
was a sweater or not. He could not 
remember going over to George Hun- 
ter’s house on that day.

* MORE WATER LITIGATION, 


Suit to Recover fer All Water in 
Excess of Ten Inches. 

The city’s water litigation continues 
to pile up apace, and yesterday coun- 
sel for the city filed two new suits 
against the water corporaticns. The 
first is by the city of Los Angeles 
against the Los Angeles City Water 
Company and is for an accounting. 

The city prays.for an accounting in 
respect of the moneys received by the 
defendant on account of sales of the 
waters diverted by it up to the 23d day 
of July, 1898, from the Los Angeles 
River. The court is asked to ascertain 
and determine the proportion of the 
moneys due to the plaintiff, and that 
judgment be awarded for such propor- 
tiom over and above the ten inches of 
water mentioned in the contract of 
July 28, 1868. It is also asked that the 
amount of such judgment may be off- 
set against the amcunt of any award 
which may be rendered by the arbitra- 
tors on account of the value of the 
property determined to be improve- 
ments. 

The allegations of the complaint 
cover many pages of typewritten man- 
uscript, and in a large measure are a 
recapitulation of those set forth in the 
other suits. Additional, thowever, is 
the allegation that when the city dis- 
covered that the defendant was sur- 
reptitiously diverting the waters of the 
river, it was then too late to take de- 
cisive action without detriment to the 
inhabitants of the city of Los Angeles. 
As a comsequence the plaintiff was 
compelled to permit a diversion of the 
waters of the river without, however, 
acquiescing in the rightfulness of the 
action. 

The second suit is by the city of Los 
Angeles against the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, the Crystal Springs 
Company, the East Side Water Ccem- 
pany et al., to recover $350,000 as dam. 
ages. It is alleged by the plaintiff that 
since October 20, 1895, the defendants 
have, at a point about seven miles 
north from the northern city boundary, 
diverted the surface and subterranean 
waters of the Los Angeles’. River 
against the direct prohibition of the 
plaintiff. The’ amount so diverted is 
alleged to have been not less than 
2300 inches, under a four-inch pressure, 
constant flow, and ihese waters it is al- 
leged have been appropriated up to 
and including July 22, 1898. In this 
the city has, it is averred, been dam- 
aged to the extent of ° $350,000, for 
which amount judgment is asked. - 


BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


The Registration ImbrogHlo Reach. 
_ing an Acute Stage. 


Last week attention was drawn to 
the fact that, under the ruling of Judge 
Clark, the County Clerk would have to 
send to each of the 164 precincts in the 
county ten copies of the great register, 
as well as ten copies of the supplemen- 
tal register, making a total of 1640 
copies of each document. At the elec- 
tion of 1896 only 1500 copies of the 
Great Register were printed, and the 
larger number of those were used dur- 
ing that election period, and conse- 
quently there is now not nearly a suf- 
ficient number of copies to go around. 
Yesterday C. Palm, who has been mak- 
ing so much trouble for the Supervis-

GEORGE MAXWELL’S ADDEDBSS 
ON NATIONAL IRRIGATION.

He Declares That the Republican 
Party is Committed to This Pol- 
iey—The Band Plays—Ho, for 
Santa Barbara!—Water Improve- 
ments at the Devil’s Gate. 


PASADENA, Oct. 24.—(Reguiar Correspond- 
ence.] George H. Maxwell, the irrigation ex- 
pert, addressed a meeting in the Americus 
Club rooms this evening on ‘Republican 
Pledges for Government Irrigation and For- 
est Protection.” The interest in the occasion 
was increased by the Americus Band and 
parade, J. W. Wood called the assemblage 
to order and presented W. S. Melick as the 
chairman. He called attention to Mr. Max- 
woll’s labors in behalf of a national policy 


of irrigation. 
' “The preservation and prosperity of this 
beautiful valley of yours,’’ said Mr, Max- 
well, “depends on the development of a 
broad national policy of forest protection 
and reproduction. The Republican platform 
is the only one in this State that refers to 
this great question, so much more important 
than visionary theories for the benefit of 
generations unborn. As you have watched 
the dense clouds of smoke arising from the 
burning forests on your mountains in the 
past few days has not the importance of this 
subject occurred to you? Is not the plank of 
the State Republican platform pledging the 
arty to efforts for the adoption of a na- 
onal system of forest preservation and re- 
foresting worthy of your consideration when 
you go to the polls? ‘The tree is the mother 
of the fountain,’ says that platform, and that 
should be the slogan of the voters of Pasa- 
dena for the balance of this campaign. It 
should be your pillar of fire as you march 
through these streets. 

“I? these forests in your rhountains are not 
preserved the time will come when this part 
of the country will go back to an aridity 
such as now desolates the north of Africa, 
where proud Carthage once flourished. We 
have read a good deal lately of undergrounud 
currents of water. Where they come 
from? From the wooded slopes of your moun- 
tains they percolate to the subterranean 
channels where you find them with your 
wells. Denude the mountains, leave them 
nothing but bare rocks, and all this water 
will run to waste, and there will be no un- 
derground streams for you to tap, Then 
what will you do for water? Now, the Re- 
publican platform pledges every member of 
Congress from this State to do his utmost 
to convince our national Legislature that the 
very life of our western Amefica depends 
upon the conservation of these mountain 
forests. 

“Water is the magic wand that has made 
Southern California. If you are to grow and 
flourish, you must find more water; you 
must find a way to hold back and store up 
the terrific torrents that run to waste in the 
winter. Private capital cannot do this. It 
can be done only by the National govern- 
ment. If no place but the region of the 
Sierra Madres needed this assistance, we 
could not expect Congress to make an 

ropriation for such a purpose; but the fact 
s that one-third of the whole area of the 
United States lies in arid America, and the 
whole future of this vast tract depends upon 
the adequate storage of irrigating waters. 
We should unite with the whole West in a 
demand for the prompt construction of these 
storage reservoirs by the Federal govern- 
ment. We should work for this with all the 
tenacity with which we would fight to guard 
our homes against a foreign foe. A report of 
@ government commission in favor of this 
grand work is now before Congress. It pfo- 
vides for the making of great inland lakes 
by impounding the waste waters of the 
mountains, and provides that this water 
shall be free for all purposes. Congress will 
s00n vote on this question, and where will 
our California representatives stand? The 
Republican platform pledges every Repub- 
lican candidate for Congress to the policy of 
the immediate location and construction of 
theee great reservoirs. If you stand together 
and vote together there is no reason why this 
policy should not be carried into effect at 
once. There is no excuse for delay. ere 
is no reason why the government should not 
send its engineers to lay out these reser- 
voirs the coming year, so that the next 
Congress may make the necessary appropria- 
tion for their construction. This great boon 
will come if the people show that they want 
it, and are in earnest. It will come from 
the Republican party. The other party plat- 
forms are absolutely silent with regard to it. 
If we hope to see arid Amrrica bloom, we 
must entrust our hope with the Republican 


“This is no new policy that we advocate. 
We do not ask the national government to 
take any new departure. The government 
has built levees to protect the settlers at the 
mouths of our rivers: why not build reser- 
voirs to hold back the floods at the head- 
waters? We only ask the government to 
make the natural resources of the country 
available to the people. that is all. 

“Our opponents talk about the silver ques- 
tion: but the nroduets of the irrigated farms 
of California an@ Colorado exceed the prod- 
ucts of all their mines. The increased output 
of the silver mines under free coinage at 
16 to 1 would be infinitesmal compared with 
the enormously increased crops that would 
result from a national irrigation policy. 
Nothing could come to us of the West so 
laden with prosperity and wealth as this. 
It would benefit the East as much by open- 
ing lands and work and homes for the con- 
gested populations of the cities. 

“This is the Republican policy. Compare 
it with Maguire's scheme of a single tax. 
We would bring blessings to the land-owner; 
Mr. Maguire would imposé all tho burdens 
of taxation upon him. I have just come 
down through the San Joaquin Valley, and 
many cld-time Democrats have told me that 
they cannot vote for Maguire. that 
they cannot stand up for a candidate with 

scheme for making the already overbur- 
Bened land pay all the taxes. What we need 
fn this part of the country is not more hard- 
ship for the rancher, the orchardist and 
the gardener, but more water. Let us then 
stand by the Republican flag, which waves 
for this policy, and stay not our well doing 
till that flag has triumphed and the vic- 
tory of national irrigation is complete.”

CONGRESSMAN CASTLE’S UTTER. 
_ ANCES WORRY HIS FOLLOWERS. 


Important Matters Before the Horti- 
culturhl Meeting—Arctic Whal- 
er’s Experience—Wild Animals 
Cornered in 2 Fire—Two Hours’ 
Fishing at Coronado. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 24.—[Regular Corfespond- 
ence.J A variety of important topics are to 
be discussed at the meeting of the Horticul- 
tural Society at Pacific Beach Tuesday. The 
ranchers in this vicinity, as in other parts of 
Southern California, are still largely in the 
experimental stage. They are for the most 
part eastern people who have spent much of 
their lives in other pursuits, but who are now 
taking up fruit-growing and ranching with 
much energy. As a result, there is a vast 
amount of ingenuity and research applied to 
soil conditions that will result in great good. 
The problems of growing, marketing, curing, 
packing, etc., the study of the soils, irriga- 


tion, fertilization and others topics, keeps the 
rancher busy. 


One of the interesting papers to come up 
will be J. P. Jones on ‘“‘Tobacco Culture.’”’ He 
has investigated the subject quite thoroughly, 
and declares that San Diego tobacco will take 
rank as one of the great industries of Cali- 
fornia within a few years. Bven at the pres- 
ent time, there is a considerable acreage, and 
one firm manufacturing San Diego cigars and 
smoking tobacco is largely patronized. The 
leaf is declared by the users to be the equal 
of any Havana tobacco they ever used. 

The curing of lemons by steam is another 
subject that will receive attention. This pro- 
cess seems to be a success. A plant has 
been completed here, and the first test was 
made today. The steam was turned on 500 
field boxes of green lemons last Thursday, and 
kept on yesterday. This morning the lemons 
are a beautiful yellow, plump, and apparently 
as well cured as if they had been treated by 
the time process. Two fruit-shippers from 
Redlands and Riverside are here watching the 
process, with the intention of putting up 
plants if it is successful. Three days does 
the work of two months. 

Other subjects to be considered at the Pa- 
cific Beach meeting are: ‘‘What Trees to 
Plant on Street and Avenue,”’ by Superintend- 
ent of Parks Harvey S. Stiles; “Observations 
on Trimming the Lemon,” by G. O. Hilton of 
Lemonvilla; ‘“Jamacha  Sorrel,”’ by J. W 
Glehn; “How I Raise Lemons,’’ by Council- 
man Barnes, Pacific Beach. The fertilizer 
law, Nicaragua Canal and other important 
subjects will be considered. 

BACK FROM THE ICY LAND. 

Willis Rodeheaver, a whaler, arrived the 
other day on a visit to old Iowa friends. He 
was one of the company of sailors imprisoned 
in the ice above Point Barrow for three years.

In fact, I have suffered more from the bliz- 
zards of those. so-called civilized countries 
than I ever felt in the Arctic. For that rea- 
son, many Iowa people dle of consumption 
and pulmonary diseases. For that reason, 
too, Southern California is justly looked upon 
as a paradise. I shall spend the winter here 
thawing out, and will visit Iowa in the 


spring.’’ 
CASTLE’S SPEECHES. 

The Congressman from this district, C. H. 
Castle of Merced, has made two speeches in 
this county in which he has openly attacked 
President McKinley and the whole adminis- 
tration for the conduct of the Spanish war. 
and réviled the men who have offered their 
lives for the defense of the country. In his 
reckless utterances, nobody was spareé from 
malignant attacks. At Escondido, Friday, the 
anarchistic nature of his utterances caused 
as much astonishment among Populists and 
Democrats as it did among Republicans, and 
after the meeting there was a scramble among 
the more intelligent members of the fusion 
party to explain the assertions away. Some 
Populists openly repu@iated the doctrines ad- 
vocated, and declared that Castle was a more 
dangerous and unbalanced anarchist than they 
had thought possible. The same _ speech, 
somewhat modified, was given by Castle at 
Otay Saturday night. Tonight he is to speak 
in this city, and the leaders of his party aes 
had hold of him all day, urging him to be 
careful of his statements, as he would do the 
cause great harm by reckless attacks B 
the administration for handling the war. 

Castle’s bad break is estimated to mean a 
change of at least 500 votes against him. 
Populists all over the county are inquiring as 
to his utterances. Most of them say they are 
just as good Americans as any Republican, 
and do not propose to be placed in the posi- 
tion of attacking McKinley for his wise con- 
duct of affairs.

SUPERVISORS ORDER TEMPER- 
ANCE QUESTION ON THE TICKET. 


Lenders of That Movement Circulate 
a Petition Which is Proven to 
Be Illegal in Form and With- 
drawn —Voters will Exprcss 
Their Sentiments, 


VENTURA, Oct. 24.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The Board of Supervisors in session 
today passed the following: “It is ordered 
and proclaimed that the question ‘Shall the 
Board of Supervisors pass an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating HMquors in 
any Supervisorial district of the county of 
Ventura?’ be submitted to a vote of the quali- 
fied electors of said county of Ventura at the 
next general election. The ballots to be used 
at said election shall contain the words, ‘For 
the passage of said ordinance,’ stating the 
nature of the ordinance, and ‘Against the pas- 
sage of such ordéinance.’ ’’ 

The placing of the above on the ticket was 
voluntarily doue by the Supervisors. A mam- 
moth petition, filed by the temperance ele- 
ment, had been withdrawn, because it was 
invalid. It contained the requisite number of 
signatures, but it seems the temperance work- 
ers, after securing their signatures in various 
precincts; sent the petitions to the headquar- 
ters, and there the temperance leaders cut of 
the heads of a large number and pasted the 
Signatures to a string containing but one 
head. It was shown by Senator Orr, attorney 
for the liquor men, that by so doing the peti- 
tion was mutilated, and therefore not legal. 
The District Attorney supported this’ opinion. 
The temperance leaders, with W. E. Shepherd 
for their attorney, immediately withdrew the 
petition and made a request that the Super- 
visors submit the question to the voters, 
which was done. 

However, if the majority of the voters favor 
its adoption, it will be optional with the 
Supervisors ' to pass such an ordinance. 
Whereas, if the petition had not been invali- 
dated, the Supervisors would have been com- 
pelled to place the question upon the ticket, 
and if carried the ordinance would go into 
effect immediately, without further action of 
the board.

PENSION FRAUDS. 


VARIOUS WAYS IN WHICH THE 
GOVERNMENT IS BLED. 


Generous Veterans Who Have Re- 
turned Their Well-earned Pen- 
sions—Importance of the Ques- 
tion—Bogus Widows Who Profit 
by Technicalities. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Everybody 
will recall that when the last session 
of Congress was in Washington there 
was a great cry of fraud in the pen- 
sion rolls. Newspapers that always 
had been sane began declaring that 
the government was annually spending 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of the 
people’s money paying pensioms to peo- 
ple who did not deserve them. Now 
this great agitation, which, by the 
way, was knocked out by the war with 
Spain, had a peculiar result upon some 
pensioners, and Commissioner Evans 
tells about that result in his annual 
report which has been issued from the 
Government Printing Office. For in- 
stance, a man down in Texas read in 
the newspapers about these pension 
frauds, and his conscience troubled 
him. So he wrote a letter to the Com- 
missioner inclosing a check for $874, 
which was the sum_total_which he had 
drawn from the government in pen- 
sions, and sent it to Washington. Later 
the Commissioner learned that this 
man was really entitled to a pensiom, 
if ever one was, and that he needed the 
money badly. The Commissioner looked 
into the case thoroughly and finally 
returned the money to the man. 

Another man in Michigan wrote to 
the Commissioner and told him that 
he had been’ reading about pension 
frauds in the newspapers and comn- 
cluded that he would not only give 
up his pension, but return the money 
that he had already received. He en- 
closed a draft upon his home bank for 
$1000. The cashier of the bamk upon 
whom the draft was drawn knew the 
man, knew that he was honest; that 
he deserved a pension and needed the 
money, so he, too, wrote to the Com- 
missioner, and this money also was 
returned. There were other cases like 
these two; but Commissioner Evans 
does mot note in his report any cases 
of pensioners who are not entitled to 
pensions giving them up. 


There are other interesting things 
about pensions in the report which 
Commissioner Evans publishes. It is 


stated in this report that the amount 
of money which this government paid 
to its pensioners during the last fiscal 
year was $149,765,971. The civil war 
closed thirty-three years ago, yet the 
number of pensioners is constantly on 
the increase. When the report was 
made up there were 993,714 names upon 
the rolls, which was an increase of 
more than seventeen thousand over the 
year previous, and still the list grows. 
Men whose memories run back to that 
time clearly will recall that when Gar- 
field was in Congress it was predicted 
that the high tide in pension payments 
had then been reached; there has been 
an increase every year since. Of course 
it must be remembered that much of 
the later increase is due to the law 
passed in 1890 by Congress which pro- 
vides that all veterans unable to sup- 
port themselves, whether through in- 
juries received in the war or growing 
infirmities, should be granted pensions. 
This almost doubled the pension pay- 
ments, very naturally, for it provided 
for the taking care of aged men who 
served through the war, but who were 
not injured in it. , 

To return for a moment ta the sub- 
ject of pension frauds, it is noted by 
Commissioner Evans that there are a 
comsiderable number of fraudulent 
pensioners living abroad. Should a wo- 
man receiving a pension remarry in 
some foreign country, she could still 
draw her pension, and if detected in 
the fraud all that the authorities here 
could do would be to stop the pension. 
The freud could mot be punished, be- 
cause the laws of this country would 
not reach the offender, and yhen a 
fraud is not punishable it is pretty apt 
to be committed by somebody or other. 
Then it is difficult to detect this sort of 
fraud in foreign countries, as the 
United States has no agent there ta 
look afterthem. Pensions of dead pen- 
sioners undoubtedly are drawn in for- 
eign countries by somebody, but there 
is little chance of finding out about it, 
and no way of punishing the offender 
if he is caught. 

Commissioner Evans again appeals 
to Congress to stop the widow pension 
business. All over the country young 
women are marrying pensioners, who 
naturally are old men, and when they 
die, this young woman, who wasn’t 
born till after the war closed, files a 
claim for a widow's pension, and gets 
it. for there is no way of stopping 
the evil without act of Congress. The 
Commissioner made a recommendation 
of this sort to Congress in his report 
last year; but while Congress was yell- 
ing “pension fraud” till it was black 
in the face, it failed to take action 
upon this important matter. 

The Commissioner tells about one 
widow pension case, just to show how 
women do things when they set out. 
It is the case of a woman who got a 
pension away back just after the war 


closed. Her husband died in 1853, in 
the war. She drew that pension up

this same woman with a_e cer- 
tificate showing that the di- 
voree granted to her in 1858 had 
been annulled by the courts of 


the land, and she demanded that the 
pension which had been stopped in 1876 
be restored to her from the time it was 
stopped until now. It will have to be 
granted, the Commissioner thinks; he 
certainly sees no way out of it, al- 
though he is lying awake night trying 
to thwart the plan. The back pay 
will amount to $3168. That is the way 
some women operate when they set out 
to get a pension to make up for the 
loss of the “dear departed.”

Commis- 
sioner Evans’ report rings all through 
with the justice of pensions for real 
veterans, and for real widows of real 
veterans, but he smashes right and left 
at the loafing scoundrels, and at the 
“fake” widows, who are trying, and 
succeeding pretty well, in some cases, 
to bleed the government. It evidently 
is his intention to have thelaws

PREPARING TO ADJOURN. 


Bishops and Deputies Try to Recon- 
clile Differences, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The bishops 
and deputies gave most of their time 
today In reconciling differences between 
them on the revised constitution in an- 
ticipation of a final adjuornment tomor- 
row. It disclosed much tenacity on the 
part of the deputies to direct the af- 
fairs of their own house, without the 
control of the bishops. The question 
came on a conference report on article 
1, which recommended that the views 
of the disposal, on the manner of 
choosing members of the house of 
deputies, and giving missionary depu- 
ties the right to vote, be accepted. 

The report was warmly opposed. Mr. 
Francis Linde Stetson of New York ar- 
gued that there was a proposition to 
surrender to the bishops the constitu- 
tional direction of the house of dep- 
uties. The Rev. Dr. McKim of Wash- 
ington also argued that the deputies 
‘should control the organization of their 
own house. 


WORK FOR CONGRESS. 


Cable to Hawaii Will Probably Be 
Subsidized, 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Of the sev- 
eral committees adjusting the relations 
of the United States toward its newly 
acquired possessions, the Hawaiian will 
be first ready with a bill for the con- 
sideration of Congress. This, of course, 
will make proyisions for the govern- 
ment of the islands, but aside from this 
there will be another of the utmost im- 
portance. It is to provide for the con- 
struction of a cable between the Sand- 
wich Islands and the United States 
owing to the growing trade with this 
new territory, and the necessity of the 
government having quick means of 
communication with its officials there 
Congress will probably subsidize a 
cable. 


SANTA MONICA. 


New Bicycle Ordinance Permitting 
limited Use of Sidewalk. 


SANTA MONICA, Oct. 24.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The City Trustees today adopted 
a new ordinance regulating the use of bicycles 
within the city. Its provisions are substan- 
tially in compliance with the petition of nu- 
merous bicyclists presented last week, and 
which requested that they be allowed to use 
the sidewalks during the winter, at least the 
sidewalks not in the business center. The 
new ordinance prohibits the riding of bicycles 
on the sidewalks within the district bounded 
by the westerly side of Ocean avenue, the 
southerly side of Oregon avenue, the alley 
between Third and Fourth streets, and the 
northerly side of Railroad ayenue. 

The ordinance further says: ‘“‘Any person 
riding along any other sidewalk in said town 
shall carry a proper bell and shall before he 
passes any pedestrian ring the same, so as to 
warn said pedestrian of his approach. and 
said person so riding said bicycle shall pot 
ride at a speed greater than at the rate of 
four miles per hour. Said person so riding a 
bicycle at night on any sidewalk within the 
town shall also carry a properly-lighted bi- 
cycle lamp with proper reflectors."’ The 
penalty for violation of the ordinance is fixed 
at $50 or fifty days’ imprisonment, or both. 

The Sewer Committee, represented by Presi- 
dent R. F. Jones and W. A. Roth, reported 
having thoroughly flushed and carefully in- 
spected the lateral sewer running from Rail- 
road avenue northerly between Ocean avenue 
and Second street. The report, which was 
adopted, continued as follows: 

“This lateral was found to be in excellént 
condition. For the sake of convenience and 
economy, we recommend that we be em- 
powered to have fire hydrants placed at the 
end of each lateral sewer, so that’ they may 
be more thoroughly and satisfactorily flushed. 
These hyd@rants would of course serve in case 
of fire. We believe that the sewer system 
which has thus far been completed is as per- 
fect as it can be.’’ 

On recommendation of the Sewer Committee. 
the bids received last week for the laying of 
a lateral sewer between Fifth and Sixth 
streets in the alley were rejected, and the 
clerk was directed to readvertise for bids.
